This charity completed its twenty-eighth 
year of benevolent work, November last, 
und lias issued its twenty eighth annual re 
port. 

It owes its foundation to a trio of noble 
women, Mrs Rebecca (Auntie) Pomroy, 
Miss Mary C. Shannon und Mrs. Daniel L 
Fuiber. 

As seen by the report, tlm* under its 
present superintendent. Miss Clara M. 
Hayes, the same spirit is continued in it.* 
management as characterized it under its 
revered first superintendent. 

The number of inmates is twe ity. T ils 
Home is unique in its general make up, 
boards of muuugemeut, financial support, 
character of inmates, their care, education 
und trainiug, reception. final departure, etc 
The above as prescribed by its founders, 
with only slight variation Orphan aud 
destitute girls are received bet w ecu the 
ages of five aud eleven years. after thorough 
investigation by the directors t > establish 
their fitness for the family The gi r l* pass 
through tiie several grades iu the public 
schools to graduation from the grammar 
department. They t len remain one or two 
years at service iu the Home, where under 
skilful training in all relating to house, 
keeping they are prepared for service iu 
luiuilies, (carefully selected), usually al 
about seventeen years of age. Amount of 
wages is secondary to their environment, 
each having u part of h*r earnings paid 
the treasurer, who deposits the same iu the 
savings hank (or the girl’s future it e 

The financial support of t he Home rests 
inaiuly w ith the w ouiep id the Protestant 
churches Nearly every society has among 
its members a corporator, who appoints 
young lady solicitors who collect for the 
Home's support. On the board of directors 
are representatives of nearly every d*»uom- 
illation. As our treasurer Mon. Arthur 
U Wuiw’orth, received from the fifteen con- 
tributing churches barely sufficient funds 
to defray the ordinary ruuniug expenses. It 
may be well to mentimi those charitably 
acting churches. These honored churches 
ure: The Baptist societies ut New too. 
Newtou i’entieand West Newtou; of Cou- 
grcgational (Trinitarian . Newtou, Newtou 
Pentre, Newtonville. West Newtou aud 
Auburudale; of Methodists, Newtou Cen- 
tre aud Newtou Highlands; Episcopal, 
Grace church. Newtou; New Church, New- 
touvllle ; Congregational luitariun Chau- 
uiug, Newton, and We*t Newtou Uuited 
churches at Newtou Upper Falls.

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Whist. Police Paragraphs. 


One of the first things to he thoroughly 
learned by the student of whist, Is to play 
each card as carefully as if the entire uiRtch 
depended upon tho play Carelessness in 
whist platers is Imxcnsahle and must he 
eliminated if a high position is desired at 
the whist table 

The more com non forms of carelessness 
appear In the playing of any card of the 
suit led, w ithout regard to its value. 

This is usually noticed in the play of 
cards above a five spot when lowet cards 
are held. The best way to overcome this 
fault, is to form the habit of sorting each 
suit by numerical value, and when called 
upon to play to a w inning trUk to always 
play t tie lowest card held of the suit. 

This habit should be also followed in 
playing the high cards of a suit, notwith- 
standing the old adage of always ‘’play high 
third hand.” This should not be construed 
ns meaning tho play of an aoo, when 
the king is also held, nor tho play ot a 
king when the king queen are held. 

A little care in these apparently trivial 
matters will unconsciously improve the 
play ot the dullest student. 

A noticeable lack of care i< also found in 
the failure to enforce the penalties im- 
posed for violations of the rules. It is 
thought (liscour ttous to vour opponent to 
call a lead or an exposed card, when he 
lias rendered himself liable to that penalty. 
Nothing tends towards creating a loose 
method of play as to knowingly wink 
at violations of whist rules, and even the 
transgressor, if placed on ins honor would 
admit that the enforcement of the penalty, 
would, in the eud naturally advance the 
standard of the game. Whist Is now so 
thoroughly established as a “gentlemanly ” 
U»o retl ‘Clion being cast on the ladies by 
this term) game, that everyone believ -s 
that revokes, leads out of turn and exposed 
cards are the result of carelessness, and 
not of premeditation. It is tlierelore a 
salutory lesson to enforce the peualty and 
thereby cause greater care in the future by 
the person who has broken a rule of the 
game. 

u Carelessness in matters of memory is 
something which improves w ith practice, 
and when found in good players is usually 
a matter of physical condition. 

In conclusion we cannot impress too 
strongly upon the mind of the whist play- 
er, that carefulness is one of the first re- 
quisites of success. 

Svv iugs of seven tricks are of rare occur- 
rence. One is presented in the diagrams 
below which was made at the Taw tucket 
Chess, Checker and Whist Club. As is 
generally the case where such w ide vari- 
ations in the score occur, there is a great 
suit on each side of the table, with tramp 
strength evenly divided. Given these con- 
ditions and a trump lead followed up too 
rashly, and the swing comes oft. Clubs 
were declared i rumps ami North had the 
opening lead.

North and South take 2 tricks only. 

Trick 1 -North’s bold dash tor his great 
seven card suit ut hearts, all established, is 
quite justifiable, according to modern theo- 
ries of play. The had of Queen from his 
holding, however, i> hardly a sound oue. 
A low trump would be more apt to result 
favorably. 

Trick 3 -Ilere is where North should stop 
and do a little hard thinking. The drop to 
the first two tricks indicates one of two 
things, either that the rfilversarins are both 
out ufjtruiups or that Ea-t bus King alone 
remaining, South holding Ace utid 8. l!ut 
the drop is not always to be trusted under 
such conditions a.- exi-t here. North 
should realize that the deal is u. “freak,” 
uu 1 remember tliut such things as hold-ups 
are not unkmnvn. If the opponents arj 
both out of trumps another round is un- 
necessary: if East has King remaining, it 
would be sater to let him make it than to 
run the risk of disaster in case either East 
or West is holding up. For if this is the 
case there is undoubtedly another suit us 
good us North's hearts somewhere aiout 
the table. It is never safe to put all your 
eggs into one basket. Even assuming that 
East has King of trumps uml South Ace, 
if tiie latter lias fewer heart* than East he 
will be able to catch the King by over- 
trumping. North should go to hearts at 
this point, if he does so he will have the 
game iu his own hands. 

Tricks 3 uud 4 -East, who holds a seven- 
card suit of spudes, and, like North, no 
re-entry, now catches all the trumps, a 
scheme which he planned for at the start. 

Trick (5 -West throws his Queen ou 
East's King in order not to block the latter, 
whose spade suit must be of unusual 
length. The pluy was well judged. 

The finesse in diumouds Is u cinch for 
West, us North is marked w ith uothlug 
but hearts. At this point North must have 
fully realized that discretion is sometimes 
the better purt of valor.

North and South take tricks, a gain of 
seven. 

With so great a stake in his hand to play 
for, North should not risk a force by lead- 
ing a singleton, even though it be a cood 
“strengthener.” About the only way in 
vvhiuli any gain could uccrue from such an 
opening would he to bait the adversary 
into leading trumps. This is just what 
happened. 

i'riuk 4 - lime East committed the same 
error made by North ul the other table, 
lie risks everything ou the chalice tliut 
West holds the Queen of trumps. Eust 
should have begun w ith a small trump 
origiuully and retained the command. Not 
thut it would have accomplished what he 
w ishes, as the curds lay unfavorably, but 
the chances are altogether better, it is 
a fundamental piinciple that the man with 
an established suit must reserve the master 
trump till third rouud. The game is all 
over now, us North cun draw the trumps 
and go down the line w ith seven winning 
hearts.

Such a publication at this time will give 
to the present, an up to dute account of 
the eity and will bequeath to the future a 
legacy of what Newton was at the begin- 
ning of whut promises to be a most re-

THE CHARLES RIVER. 


The petition presented to the legislature 
ou Tuesday of this week, for the construc- 
tion of a dam at or near the present 
Craig ie’s bridge over the Charles river, 
should receive the hearty support of the 
people of Newton. 

A committee composed of Maj. H. L. 
Iligginson, Ex Mayor Nathan Matthews 
Jr. J. J. Storrow, Dr. Augustus Uemeu- 
way and G. \V. Wells has the matter in 
oharge. and it is proposed to have the dam 
built in connection with the now Craigie 
bridge. 

There can be no question as to the desir- 
ability of preventing the ebb and flow of 
tides in that portion of the Charles between 
Newton and Watertown, as any one who 
has endured the sight and smell of the 
river bed at ebb tide, can testify. The 
maintenance of the water level, resulting 
from the construction of the dam will en- 
courage boating and skating, and make the 
river an attractive and beautiful pleasure 
resort in summer and winter. 

A former effort to secure the dam was 
uneffeotual. principally on account of the 
opposition of the residents **f Deacon street 
Boston, but it is hoped that the present 
petition wil be more successful. 


TilE GAS COMPANY.

rcnnnt Plants. 

“Few persons arc perhaps aware that 
a thing of beauty is a common peanut 
plant growing singly In a six or eight 
Inch pot and grown Indoors during the 
colder months," says an up to date flor- 
ist in tin* Washington Star. 

"Kept In a warm room or by the 
kitchen stove, a peanut kernel planted 
In a pot of loose, mellow loam, kept 
only moderately moist, will soon germi- 
nate and grow up Into a beautiful 
plant. It Is in a similar way that the 
peanut planters test their seeds every 
year, beginning even early In the win- 
ter, and tho facility with which the 
seeds will grow in this way has sug- 
gested to many southern flower lovers 
the possibility of making the useful 
peanut an o:vmmental plant for. the 
parlor or sitting room window. 

"As tho plant Increases III size and 
extends its branches over the sides of 
the pot In n pendent manner, there are 
few plants of more intrinsic beauty. 
The curious habit of the compound 
leaves of closing together, like tho 
leaves of a book, on the approach of 
night or when a shower begins to fall 
on them is one of the most interesting 
habits of plant life. 

"Later on— for tlio peanut is no 
ephemeral wonder, enduring for a day 
or two only— the appearance of the tiny 
yellow flowers and putting forth of the 
peduncles on which the nuts grow Im- 
part to this floral rarity a striking and 
unique charm nil Its own. There Is 
nothing else like It.nnd florists through- 
out the country might well add the pea- 
nut plant to their list of novel and rare 
things.”

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State House Letter. 

(Special to the Graphto.) 

Boston, .Inn. 30. 

It will be qtil e Impossible to discuss in 
this letter the matters of interest to New- 
ton and vicinity, which are filed in the 
general court this week. Tomorrow is the 
last day for receiving new matters, and as 
n result bills and petitions are coming in 
by the hundred and it will be many days 
before they are docketed and can be ex- 
amined by the newspaper men. 

The committee on metropolitan afTairs, 
sitting jointly with public service, met yes- 
terday to hear what was to be said as to 
the governor’s recommendation that the 
metropolitan water and sewer boards 
should be consolidated. As the writer 
stated last week, the saving as to employees 
on the work of construction, cannot be 
very great through this consolidation. It 
must bo in office expenses and in similar 
ways. 

Since the last letter to the Graphic was 
written, the state board of agriculture 1ms 
issued a report of the special committee on 
the extermination of the gypsy moth. This 
report would be very encouraging indeed, 
if it was n story of work accomplished 
and still in progress, but alas, while it is 
very clear from its pages that the gypsy 
moth a year ago was being rapidly exter- 
minated, it gives no hope whatever that 
what for ten years has been a very annoy- 
ing pest will cease to be so in the near 
future. The report states that not a single 
gypsy moth could be found last spring in 
the Franklin Park region in Boston, where 
once they were quite numerous. As to 
Newton the report states that your efficient 
street commissioner, Mr. Ross, did good 
work in destroying the larvae last spring, 
so far as he was able with the resources at 
his com mand ; but, nevertheless, Newton 
Highlands is still quite generally infested. 
There are several bad places in Belmont, 
but none in SVinchester, Arlington, or 
North Lexington. It may be remembered 
that the principal opposition to the work 
of extermination so far as the district itself 
was concerned, has come from the places 
mentioned. Malden, Melrose, Medford and 
■Everett are still generally infested, the 
moth having made a great gain particularly 
in Melrose. It is quite plaiuly shown In 
the report that at the time the legislature of 
1000 ruthlessly stopped the excellent work 
that was going on extermination was in 
sight. Whether it will ever be possible to 
resume the work and destroy the moths 
which remain Is an open question. The 
Commonwealth spent a million dollars on a 
project at which America gazed aghast. 
When the success of the expenditure was 
clearly proven to all except those with 
prejudiced minds, it weakly gave way to 
the demauds of those who did not clearly 
understand the question and dropped the 
work. This was a pity. 

William A. Munroe, president of the 
board of trustees of the Newton Theologi- 
cal Institution, has tiled a petition that 
three of the trustees of the corporation to 
be annually elected may be elected by the 
trustees, three by the corporation known 
as the Northern Baptist Education Society, 
and three by the corporation, known as the 
society of alumuiof the Newton Theologi- 
cal Institution. 

The list of matters before Mr. Dana’s 
committee on the judiciary lengthens every 
day. Many of thbse things are of minor 
importance, but others are liable to call 
out large numbers of spectators. On 
Thursday of next week the committee will 
give its hearing on the various propositions 
for the abolitiou of the death penalty. 
This matter will undoubtedly be one of the 
most important the committee will consid- 
er. Today it hears the bill to change the 
laws to trial of persons sentenced for con- 
tempt of court, the idea being thut in tin 
case of strikes the judges have had too 
much power. This of course is the view 
of the labor agitators rather thau of the 
lawyers. 

Mr. Bullard’s committee on railroads 

5 ave a hearing a few days ago on railroad 
ares In the “suburban district.” It was a 
measure put in by Represents vs Stearns 
of Waltham, and was favored very largely 
by Waltham, Cambridge and Melroje peo 
pie. The desire is to get a twelve ride 
ticket for the rate now charged for a 
twenty-live ride ticket. There was nothing 
said that indicated any dissatisfaction on 
the part of Newton suburbanites. Next 
week the committee will give a hearing on 
the proposition for compulsory 500 mileage 
books at two cents a mile. '1 his is recom- 
mended by the railroad commis-don and is 
somewhat in the line whi h has for years 
been udvocited by ex-Kepreseututive Esta- 
brooksof Newton. 

Tiie industry of Commissioner Bishop 
and his associates on the railroad board is 
something to make the ordinary mail mar- 
vel. Since the last writing another report 
has come in from this body on the topic of 
new legislation as to street railways. If 
anything was needed to prove that this is 
in many wu)« the most efficient commission 
in the Commonwealth this report would 
furnish the convincing proof. The chair- 
man of the special committee which drew 
the street railway law of 18S*H,lIou. Charles 
Francis Adams of Lii coin, recently urged 
iu a hearing before ibis body that that law 
be immediately redrawn. The railroad 
coininissioueis, however, after an exuminu 
tion of the report which accompanied the 
draft of the law of lsiw, saw that it fur- 
nished evidence of a thorough investiga- 
tion ; that its conclusions were express-ed 
iu clear and forcible iunguage; and for the 
reason that this rpeciul revision has been 
so r* cent ly made by men of distinguished 
abilii y, argues that the generul revision of 
these laws should be postponed. The 
boaid pluiuly says that it lias no sympathy 
with the doctrine that street railways, 
which huve been so long considered as em- 
phatically a part of the highway, should be 
taken from the highway and run upon 
private lands, excepting iu very special in- 
stances, and it also believes thut the time 
has u«»t arrived when the »treet railway 
company should go into the freight busi- 
ness It took something in the nuture of 
courage for Mr. Bishop's t.oard to stand up 
in its boots und say that H ere should be no 
revision ui the street railv ay laws, particu- 
larly as it says plainly thut the present 
laws are u patchwoik, some sections im- 
perative und others c< nfusiug it not con- 
flicting. it took courage also for the 
board to dure to put this opiuioii against 
ihutof Charles Francis Adams, who drew 
the original street railway law ; drew luter 
the luw of 18U8, und lias so pluiuly intimat 
ed thut he would like to draw uuother. 
But there seems to be no good reason w by 
when the time comes tiie railroad commis- 
sion itself should not suggest w hut tiie 
nature of the luw shull be, und druw it, 
also. 

The mayors of Medford and Woburn 
have each petitioned the general court for 
the construction of boulevuids. 1‘eiiiups 
they guiu courage from the fact that Win- 
chester, which lies between them got u 
boulevard lust year when all other petition- 
ers got a black eye. The Medloid petition 
is for an extension of tiie Mjstic valley 
parkway from its present terminus iu West 
Medford along the bunks of tiie Mystic 
River to Craddock bridge. The appropria- 
tion called for is $300,000, and of course 
when the put k way is extended to the point 
desire® it w ill be necessary to fuither ex- 
tend to Wellington, commuting with tiie 
paikwuy through Everett and Chelsea to 
ltevere Beach uud theuoeonwurd to Lyuu 
und bwampscott. There is absolutely no 
show whutever for this kiud of legislation 
this year. The parkways are desirable but 
tbe general oourl do Dot care to pass them 
over the governor’s veto, and the governor 
has expressed mildly but tiruily the view 
that it is much belter to wait until after u 


portion at least of the expense so far in- 
ourred is paid by the metropolitan district, 
before any other new construction is under- 
taken. 

The suggestion of the writer a few weeks 
ago that there might be trouble with the 
state tax because of the non payment of 
these boulevard assessments. is borne out in 
the report of the auditor of t he Common- 
wealth, who very strongly hints that per- 
haps $300,000 w ill have to be added to the 
state tax if Brookline continues to object 
to the laying of the two assessments of 1900 
and 1901, It is no secret tlint the members i f 
the finance committees of the general court 
fully expect to see an increase in the state 
tax this year. 

Brookline evidently appreciates the bene- 
fit which the high level sewer is to be to 
Newton, for she has put in a petition for 
its extension into Its holders. 

Water Engineer Percy M. Blake of your 
city was about the State House yesterday 
in connection with some of his enterprises. 

General Counsel William II. Cnolfdge of 
the Boston A Maine Railroad, is having an 
easier time of it this year thnn last, when 
the Fitchburg lease and the Worcester 
grade crossings bill kept him busy. He is 
not anticipating a large amount of railroad 
legislation this session. 

Capt. Edward F. Hamlin, executive secre 
tary, has not yet begun to arrange tiie 
tours of inspection of the executive coun- 
cil among the institutions of the Common- 
wealth. These will come a little later 
when the weather is better and the legisla- 
ture not quite so engrossing. 

A petition was put Into the House yes- 
terday asking thut the tine for keeping un- 
licensed dogs shall bo $15, if the court so 
decides, no part of the tine to go to the 
complainant. The petitioner is Judge 
John C. Kennedy of Newton. 

Major Henry L. Iligginson and others 
have petitioned for another bridge to Cam- 
bridge, to replace the Cragie bridge, to be 
constructed under the direction of the 
Metropolitan Park Commissioners, and to 
cost not more than $700,000, the expense to 
be apportioned between Cambridge, Bos 
ton, Newton and Watertown by a special 
commission. City Solicitor Slocum iiad 
better be getting his aimnuuitiou together.

The Pnn-Amrrlrnn Exposition nt 
BufTnlo during the summer of IfKit 
will bo not only big, but beautiful. In 
many ways It will excel every slmllnr 
enterprise In the history of the world, 
and chief among Its merits will be the 
fact that everything can bo easily seen 
and comprehended. System and origi- 
nality are conspicuous In every detail. 
The revised plan shows a plot compris- 
ing 350 acres. From north to south 
the grounds are about n mile and a 
quarter and from east to west half a 
mile. The grounds are situated In the 
northern part of Buffalo and are eas- 
ily reached either direct or by transfer 
ticket by all the electric car linos con- 
stituting the city’s perfect street rail- 
way system. On the northern side are 
the tracks of the New York Central 
Belt Line, to which the 2(5 steam rail- 
ways entering Buffalo will have access 
during the Exposition. The southern 
portion of the grounds Is a part of Del- 
aware Park and contains a lake of Ir- 
regular shape more than half a mile 
long, indicated by letter B on the 
ground plan. This part of the Exposi- 
tion plot Is already very beautiful, the 
city of Buffalo having spent tunny thou- 
sands of dollars In planting shrubs and 
trees of many rare species and In pro- 
ducing landscape effects that give to 
tlie eye a benuNful vista from every 
point of view. 

The main southern entrance of the 
Exposition is on Lincoln Parkway, In- 
dicated by the letter A. At the left a 3 
you enter will bo the beautiful Al- 
bright Art Gallery, built of white mar- 
ble aud costing upward of $350,000. 
This Is the gift of a citizen of Buffalo, 
Mr. J. J. Albright, and will be a per- 
manent fireproof building for public 
uses devoted to art. Ou the right Is 
the beautiful new' boathouse and slicl- 


oiltslde Ibe main group of buildings 
are also to bo richly adorned with hor- 
ticultural and floral features. The hor- 
ticultural exhibits, to which about sev- 
en acres are devoted In the southern 
part of t lie grounds, will contribute 
much to the decorative effect. In this 
exhibit will be over 500 beds, many of 
them containing hundreds of plants of 
a single variety of flowers. 

The exterior walls of all the build- 
ings of the Exposition nre to he of* 
staff. All cornices, corners, window 
openings and entrances are receiving 
very elaborate adornment In modeled 
plastic work. This ornamentation Is 
of n far more elaborate and intricate 
character than heretofore used on any 
exposition. The roofs of all the build* 
lugs are to ho of red tile, and the outer 
walls are to be painted In harmonious 
colors, giving n most plenslng effect to 
the eye. 

This Exposition will stand pre-emi- 
nent in point of original sculpture. 
There will be more titan 125 groups of 
magnificent original works by some 30 
or more American sculptors of note. 
This grand scheme Is under the person- 
al direction of Karl Bitter, who was In 
charge of a similar work at the World’s 
Columbian Exposition nt Chicago. 

Owing to tlie nearness of Niagara 
Falls, wdth Its unlimited power, the 
large area of the courts and the ar- 
rangement of the buildings about these 
courts, It has been made possible to 
present an electrical display far more j 
elaborate and grand than any before J 
conceived. Some 5,000 horsepower and 
more than 200,000 incandescent electric J 
lamps will be employed in this wonder- | 
ful illumination. The centerpiece of 
this display will be the Electric Tow- j 
er, a structure of superlative beauty . 
standing between the Plaza and the j 
Court of Fountains. This glorious work, 



ter erected by the city of Buffalo. 
Crossing the bridge between the lnke 
and the North Bay, the New York 
State building may be seen ou the north 
bank of the bay. This also is of white 
marble, fireproof and n permanent 
structure. It will be devoted, after the 
Exposition, to the uses of the buffalo 
Historical Society. 

Continuing up the slight grade across 
the bridge, we now come to the "Ap- 
proach” (D), where we get the first 
broad view of the wonderful group of 
buildings devoted to the various ex- 
hibit divisions of the Exposition. 

It will be noted by reference to the 
ground plan tliut the buildings are 
grouped around a system of courts 
which have been aptly described as in 
the form of an Inverted letuvi T. The 
transverse court, corresponding to the 
cross of the T, Is tlie Esplanade, capa- 
ble of accommodating 250.000 people. 
North of tills, corresponding with tlie 
perpeudicular of the T, are the Court 
of Fouutalns und the Plaza, which 
reach almost to the uorthern limits of 
the grouuds. Ou either side of the 
Court of Fountains are tliit^ubordiuute 
courts known as the Court or Cypresses 
und Court of Lilies. These several 
courts have a combined area of 33 
acres, which is fur more extensive thau 
the courts of any former exposition, 
aud, ou account of the unusual area, 
greater opportunity is given for elubo- 
rute and beautiful decoration. 

In all the courts ure to be large pools 
into which beautiful caseudes and won- I 
derful fountains will throw their erys ! 
tal streams. To tlie water features I 
will be added the garden effects. These j 
Will comprise large sunken gardens, i 
with formal beds of rare ami bcuuliful I 
(lowers, aud many plants of u highly 
decorative character will be displayed 
throughout the courts. The grounds 


designed by John Galon Howard, Is 
375 feet high. In its southern face Is 
a beautiful cascade, 30 feet wide and 
70 feet high, falling upon a terraced 
base. Tills cascade and all the foun- 
tains of all the courts will lie richly il- 
luminated at night in a great variety 
of colors, giving an effect of fantastic 
ami enchanting beauty. 

Standing In the Fore Court (E) aud 
looking north, immediately In front, is ! 
the Triumphal Bridge (CD. This bridge 
will be one of tin* most beautiful works 
of tlie Exposition, having four great 
piers surrounded and surmounted by j 
sculptured groups modeled by Mr. Bit- ! 
ter and others. Crossing the bridge, j 
we may see on the extreme right the 
three great buildings erected by the 
national government for the shelter of 
its extensive exhibits gathered from all 
departments. Ou the extreme left are 
the Forestry and Mines, Horticulture 
and Graphic Arts buildings. At tin* 
northeast corner of the Esplanade aud 
Court of Fountains Is the Ethnology 
building, nud on the opposite corner is 
the Temple of Music. Next north, on 
the right, is the Manufactures aud Lib 
mil Arts building and on the left the 
Machinery aud Transportation build | 
lug. No /th of the Mall, on the right, Is 
the Agriculture building and on tin* 
left the Electricity buildlug. In tin* 
center Is the Electric Tower. In the 
northeast corner of the grounds is the 
Stadium, with Its large entrance build j 
lug (Z). Opposite, ou the west side of 
the Plaza, is the large eutrauce to tin* 
Midway. Ou the north Is the l’ropy- j 
la*a, or mouumeutal eutrauce, aud be 
youd this tin* great buildlug but recent- 
ly found to be necessary for transpor- 
tation exhibits aud, formiug a part of 
this, the splendid railway station. Two 
new buildings, one devoted to daisy 
products uud the other to agricultural 


machinery, are being erected, but not 
shown In the plan. The live stock din 
play Is east of the Manufactures nud 
Liberal Arts building. In the south- 
eastern part of the grounds are the 
State nud Foreign buildings, the Six 
Nations Indian exhibit, the Philip- 
pines. Ordnance and Forestry exhibits. 

The exhibits to be mode nt the Pan- 
American Exposition embrace every 
line of human effort. They have been 
classified as follows: Electrical Machin- 
ery nml Appliances; Fine Arts: Paint- 
ing, Sculpture and Decoration; Graph- 
ic Arts: Typography, Lithography, 
Drawing, Engraving and Bookbinding; 
Liberal Arts: Education, Engineering. 
Public Works, Hygiene and Sanitation, 
Constructive Architecture, Music and 
the Drama; Ethnology, Archmology; 
Agriculture, Foods nml Accessories, 
Agricultural Machinery and Imple- 
ments, Dairy Products and Appliances; 
Horticulture, Viticulture, Floriculture; 
Live Stock: Horses, Cattle, Sheep, 
Swine, Poultry nml Pet Stock; For- 
estry and Forest Products; Fisheries, 
Fish Products and Apparatus; Mines 
nml Metallurgy; Machinery, Manufac- 
tures, Railways, Vessels, Vehicles, Ord- 
nance; exhibits from states and coun- 
tries of the western hemisphere. 

One of the chief architectural fea- 
tures nt the Pan-American Exposition 
will be the Splendid Temple of Music. 
This will be the center for musical In- 
terests nt the great All-American Ex- 
position. Music lovers will naturally 
wend their way to this building very 
soon after arrival upon the grounds, 
and both here and from the band 
stands In the great Esplanade and in 
the Plaza they will nlwnys find some 
entertainment In progress which will 
appeal to their love of musical art. 
The Music Temple Is well along to- 
ward completion. Its architecture is a 
free treatment of the Spanish Renais- 
sance, it being octagonal in form, with 
pavilions at tlie corners. The grand 
entrance Is at the corner of the Es- 
planade and Court of Fountains, the 
gpneious courts upon which most of 
the priucipnl buildings of the Exposi- 
tion have their frontage. The cornice 
and balustrade are of elaborate compo- 
sition, the latter bearing names familiar 
to the musical world. The Interior of 
the temple will be particularly fine In 
Its sculptural and color decorations. 
The exterior of the building will be 
ornate in architectural features nml 
groups of sculpture designed to Illus- 
trate the purpose and character of the 
building. A dome whose crown is 13d 
feet nbovc grade and whose interior is 
brilliant with golden tints and other 
rich hues gives an imposing finish to 
tlie structure. Star shaped windows in 
tlie drum of tlie dome admit abundant 
light to the large auditorium. This will 
seat 1,200 persons, and with the addi- 
tional seating capacity afforded in tlie 
balconies fully 2,000 persons can be ac- 
commodated. The decorations of the 
Interior will illustrate such subjects as 
the grand divisions of Music, Oratorio, 
Grand Opera, Symphonic Music, etc. 
Tlie sculptor will typify such subjects 
ns religious music, lyric music, gay 
music, heroic music, etc. 

The great organ for the Temple of 
Music, which is to cost $ 10 , 000 . is un- 
der construction by Emmons Howard 
& Son, and already there is much 
eagerness among the lending organists 
of the United States to have tlie privi- 
lege of playing upon It during the Ex- 
position. Two recitals by prominent 
exponents of this branch of musical 
art will be given each day. Concerts 
by the lending instrumental organiza- 
tions of America and Europe will be 
given every day during tlie progress of 
the Exposition in the Music Temple 
nud from the baud stands In the Plaza, 
Esplanade and other parts of the 
grounds. Iu connection with tlie sub- 
ject *of music nt the Pan-American Ex- 
position mention should bo made of 
the notable attractions to music lovers 
to be provided at the great Saengerfest 
of the North American Snengcrbund, 
which will open in Buffalo ou Monday 
evening, June 24, 11)01.

TOOK CENTURIES TO BUILD. 

CoIokiic Cmlieilritl Wnn In Process ol 
Erection (l.'Ig Years. 

While the first stone of Cologne ca- 
thedral was laid on Aug. 15, 1248, and 
the body of the edifice was not opened 
until Aug. 15, 1848, GOO years later tc 
the very day, It was not, however, un- 
til Aug. 15, 1880, that the splendid 
structure was finally reported complet- 
ed, having thus occupied in building 
the record time of exactly G32 years. 

The castle of Kingsgoberg, wblc 
stands nt the southern extremity 01 
Jutland, took 204 years from the laying 
of the foundation stone to the rigging 
of its master’s banner on Its highest 
flagstaff. Its foundation stone was the 
skull of Its builder’s bitterest enemy. 
Three months after Its laying Count 
J horsing, the builder of the castle, was 
killed, llis son was then In swaddling 
clothes. lie did not continue bis fa- 
ther’s work until aged 24. 

Ou his tweuty-fifth birthday lie was 
thrown into prison by the son of the 
man whose skull lay in the earth ol 
Klngsgoberg’s foundation stone. In 
this manner master after master of 
Kingsgoberg was stopped putting an- 
other stone toward the completion ol 
the founder’s work till civilization In 
tervened. 

Ilcstormel castle, In Cornwall, took 
90 years to build, of which period ex- 
actly one-third was occupied iu exca 
vatlng the foundations. The solid rock 
upou which it stands Is almost as lmru 
as iron. Indeed Restortnel means In 
Cornish "the palace of the iron rock.” 

Milan cathedral was begun In 138b 
nnd finished under Napoleon iu 1805, 
419 years. 

The Duomo, at Florence, wns com 
menced by Arnulfo in the year 1294, 
the last block of marble being placed 
in position in the facade In presence ot 
the king on May 12, 1887, a period ot 
593 years.— Stray Stories.

President A. J) Clailin of the Newton 
Boston Co. was the first speaker aud stuted 
that a chaiige in the management of his 
road iial occurred last autumn and a 
minority iutere&t, later defined as 800 shares 
or 40 per oeot, was now owned by parties 
also interested in the Elevated road. 

A careful analysis of the business of the 
road showed that one half the travel went 
easterly at the Highlands, Commonwealth 
avenue or Newtoiiville square, and the 
company desires to keep tins travel on its 
own tracks mid desires this Boylston street 
location, which, if grained, will permit 
them to run a through line from Needham 
to Park Sq lure, in ubout one hour’s time.

Freedom Hutchinson, Esq .said he repre- 
sented Ward 5, which was deeply interest- 
ed, nml that there was but one voice, in 
favor of the Worcester Co. That company 
presents two strong reasons in the matters 
of taxation and of street construction. The 
questiou of what is just and light also en- 
ters into the matter, and they are nioueors 
in this project and stand ready to hack up 
their petition with cold cash. Mr. Uutchiti- 
sou presented petitions of 300 names from 
Newton Highlands aud of 230 names from 
the Upper Falls, lie noticed the name-, of 
some women amongst the signers, and said 
that as the ladies wereun important factor 
in the community, were real estate owners 
aud used the street cars, there seemed to be 
no valid reason why they should not peti- 
tion. 

Wm. II, Baker, Esq . stated that he ap- 
peared us a private citizen in favor of the 
Worcester petition, believed that justice 
demanded the franchise to be given the 
company that had expended its money, nml 
attacked the Newton companies for receiv- 
ing their franchises for uothing, und then 
refusing to even remove the snow. lie 
opposed consolidation into one system, as a 
railway trust, and characterized the peti- 
tion of the Newton it Boston as obstruc- 
tive, asking if it was not possible that the 
New York Central Co. wus behind them. 

Mr. Baker criticized Fres. C la tl in for not 
attempting to run his cars into Boston oyer 
Commonwealth avenue, and asked the 
bourd to require an account of stewardship 
before granting Mr. Clallitt any more fran- 
chises. Mr. Baker concluded with com- 
parisons of the salaries paid by Newton 
companies aud those controlled by Mr. 
Shaw, to the detriment of the former. 

Mr Darius Cobb favored the Worcester 
roud as he wanted the cars to pass his 
home. 

Mr. L. P. Everett said that the Upper 
Falls had not beeu treated fairly in the way 
of accommodations, etc , by the Newton 
road, and we are in favor of the Worcester 
Co. 

Mr. J. C. Barthelmes spoke in favor of 
the Worcester road and of the necessity for 
a street railw’ay. 

Mr. Fred \V. Cole said u car terminal was 
a nuisance, and suggested that oue track be 
granted each company. 

Rev. D A. Morehouse believed that 
fairness und the best interests of the city 
require gruntiug a franchise to the Worces- 
ter Co. and that there was but oue senti- 
ment iu his neighborhood. 

Mr. Geo. T. Clark was strongly in favor 
of the Worcester road us they had opened 
the way. 

Mr. D. W. Eagles wanted a roud to go 
west, and Mr. Geo. A. Ward as a large real 
estate owner, said it was for our best inter- 
ests to give tne franchise to the Worcester 
Co He criticized the luck of accommoda- 
tion of the Commonwealth avenue roud 
aud believed an opposition company could 
get more from the Elevated road. 

President Cluiliti said he had been and 
still was opposed to the joint use of tracks 
bill. He liud been trying for over u year to 
get tile Common wealth avenue curs into 
Boston, but the large open curs were too 
long to take the curves oil the Elevated 
road in summer, und vestibule curs were 
not allowed to enter Boston until recently. 
If their petition was granted, u new equip- 
ment would be necessary, including addi- 
tions to power station and car barns. The 
Newton Sc Boston Co. has paid the city 
$11, Off 4 in tuxes in 8 l 2 years, and its 
dividends averaged but 112 per cent, during 
that time. 

in the matter of salaries, Mr. Clailin said 
that the figures of the Newton Co. include 
tbe^whole office force or 10 people. He 
questioned the speed claimed by the Wor- 
cester road, saying it would require them 
to cover 20 miles in 20 minutes. He also 
stated that no lease of the Newton roads 
was contemplated by the Elevated Co. 

Mr. Geo. N. Towle requested the board 
to remember that the necessity for a street 
railway was such that prohibitive restric- 
tions should not bn imposed. 

In closing for the Worcester Co. Hon. 
Wm. M. Butler recalled the history of the 
project, and showed tiiat the company had 
been uclively at work for the past eighteen 
months iu pushing its plans before towns, 
cities, the legislature and commissioners, 
und that all delays iiad been necessitated 
by the question of terminal facilities. This 
term i mu has been secured by us to the 
great advantage of Newton people, and the 
former petition of the Newton Co. is dead. 
The Worcester Co. bus 10 per oent. of its 
capital all paid in, und will accept the 
franchise ou conditions this board may re- 
quire, us it believe* that only reasonable 
conditions will be imposed. Mr. Butler 
suid it was not uu easy matter in these 
days to start such a project us this ami 
carry it out successfully, and lie did not be 
lieve ttie board would stand in the way, 
after the action of the street railway com- 
| mittee in IKfftf.

President Bally appointed Aldermen 
Fisher, Lothrop and Weeks upon the com- 
mittee of conference with the school 
board, and on the declination of Alderman 
Weeks to serve, on accountof contemplated 
absence from tiie city, appointed Alderman 
Hutchinson to fill the vacancy. 

And at 11 30 o'clock the board adjourned.

Boston, Feb. 0 -The influenen of Newton 
people upon legislation is a matter which 
lias often been commented upon, but which 
is fully as apparent this year ns ever In tho 
history of the Garden olty. By nil odds 
the most important measure which has 
thus far been presented this year Is a peti- 
tion from oitizens of tho Commonwealth 
representing that the so called anti-stock 
watei log lawfc enacted in 1894 should ho 
judiciously amended and extended to cover 
nnd apply equally to all classes of public 
service corporations and to all associations 
engaged in any business commonly done by 
public service corporations, such us that of 
railroads, gas and electric light companies, 
telephone and telegrnph companies eto., 
etc. ; and that the provisions of said laws 
should be wisely strengthened so ns to 
make evnsion of their purpose more dim- 
cult, thus better protecting the interests of 
the public, and to this end, they nsk, re- 
vision, amendment and extension of tho 
laws by the enuctinont of new legislation. 

This petltou was signed by W. It. Ches- 
ter, W. B. Bird. John IIopewe',1. Gorhum 
I). Gilman, Francis B. Sears, B. B. Whlttr- 
more, J. It. Leu. son, Jerome Jones, James 
Itiolmrd Carter, Audrew 0. Webster, and 
Kdwin L. Sprague It will bo noticed that 
several of these are prominent citizens of 
Newton. In accordance with this petition 
an order has been offered which hus been 
for some days in the hands of the commit- 
tee on rules, providing for a joiut special 
committee on the revision of the corporation 
laws, to take this petition in hand. Those 
who have followed for the last few years 
the amendments in relation to the anti- 
stock wutering laws, their enforcement 
and their evasion, will see that the pet ition 
quoted covers about anything that any per- 
son who attempted to do anything in the 
way of evasion might do, with suoh a law in 
foroe there could be no more associations 
formed to manufacture gas, to purohu.se 
electric railway stocks, or do many other 
things that are now perfectly legal. .So it 
will be seen that this petition is very far 
reaching indeed. 

Mr. James Richard Carter is also a lead- 
ing petitioner, us president of the Boston 
associated boards of trade, for legislation to 
provide for the construction of a subway or 
subways in the city of Boston under Wash- 
ington street and other thoroughfares, the 
idea being to get from the South End to 
' the Union Station in tho easiest possible 
way. Thereat question Involved in this 
Washington street subway matter is of 
course whether the city shull build and 
lease it as Mr. Carter proposes, or whether 
it shall be built by the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company. At all events, It is 
clear that the great commercial interests 
represented by Mr. Carter recognize that 
a subway should be built by somebody 
when the elevated railway cars begin to 
run through the i'remont street subway. 

Mayor Pickard lias put in a petition for 
authority to construct a sewer from New- 
ton Upper Fails through a portion of the 
metropolitan purk system in Needlmm. 

The annual petition from the town of 
Sterling for further relief because of the 
construction of the metropolitan water sys- 
tem has come in. It asks for the payment 
of the lump sum of $5000 in full compensa- 
tion for any damages suffered by the town 
or by any of its iuhabilunts through the 
construction of the Wachuselt reservoir. 

Secretary Woodbury of the metropolitan 
park board husintroduced a petition which 
will give the board authority to publish 
rules ami regulations at least three times 
in one or more newspapers in the county 
within which a metropolitan reservation 
or parkway is located, as well as by post- 
ing as is now done. 

Sam Wiuckley Manning of West Newton 
is among t he incorporators suggested in a 
petition of Warren Henry Manning and 
others that they maybe incorpoiuud as 
the Manning Association.

THE STREET RAILWAY HEARING. 


The hearing on location of tracks on 
Boylston street at City Hall last Monday 
evening, brought out a large attendance, 
notwithstanding the storm.and the prepon- 
derance of sentiment was clearly on the 
side of the Boston* Worcester Company, 
although the counsel for the Newton & 
Boston company claimed that the senti- 
ment was artificial and bad been worked 
tip for the sake of appearances. We be- 
lieve however, that the people of the south 
side are opposed to the Newton & Boston 
company on account of the poor accom- 
modations given them under its former 
management, and that President Clatlin 
and his associates have a local prejudice to 
tight against irrespective of the merits of 
the case. 

Mr. Baker’s speech was demagogic in its 
nature and carried but little weight. On 
the contrary, Mr. Powers was at bis best, 
and being something in the nature of a 
valedictory address was given dose atten- 
tion. 

We have carefully refrained from ex- 
pressing any opinion as to the merits of 
the rival companies, believing that no 
great public principle is involved in the 
selection of one in prefen nee to the other 
and that i lie aldei men arc fully competent 
to make u decision with a due regard for 
the best interests of the city. 

We do feel however ihat a franchise 
should be granted on Boylston street, in 
order that the south side may be developed 
and the whole city benefited. 


THE NEWTON HOSPITAL. 


The Hospital celebrated its majority last 
Monday, and to those of us who remember 
its birth, the years have down rapidly. 
Beginning iu 1KS0 in a small way the Hos- 
pital bus grown into a finely appointed 
group of buildings, thoroughly equipped, 
and able to accommodate 125 patients at u 
time. Our news columns contain the 
president’s address and report of the 
Training School, which we commend to 
our readers. 

We desire to call attention to the public 
spirited men and women who have worked 
iu and out of season for the success of un 
institution which is of so much service to 
the city. The community owes them u 
debt which it can never repay, and which 
it should acknowledge by furnishing the 
means to continne the good work. 


THE POSTMASTERSHIP. 


The news of the week is the report from 
Washington, announcing the appointment 
of Supl. George II. Morguu of the Newtou 
station to succeed Postmaster Edward A. 
Ellia of Newtou Centre, resigned. 

While more or less dissatisfaction has 
been prevalent in the city over the postal 
service, it was tiie general belief that the 
trouble was due to the lack of sufficient ap- 
propriation and not to the administration 
of the office. The department however takes 
a different view of the case and insisted 
upon a change. 

The promotion of Supt. Morgan will 
cause geiierul satisfaction to the friends of 
civil service, and relleots great credit on 
Congressman Sprague and Congressman- 
elect Powers, upon whose recommendation 
the appointment was made. 

Mr. Powers was fully aware tliut the 
sentiment of this i ity would approve of au 
appointin'- ut for i-.erit. and that the pos- 
sible politics of tl. i appoi tee was of little 
consequen re. 

Strange as it may seem this view of the 
matter, was heartily endorsed by meu sup- 
posed to be violent partisans, ami evident- 
ly marks the hegiuniug of u new era iu the 
politics of the city. 


HOME FOR AGED PEOPLE.

One of the amusing tilings to lie no 
tleetl at the lunch counters is the linlilt 
of Imitation. If the mnn on t lie cm 1 
studies the hill of fare nnd then or- 
ders n lutm sandwich, pumpkin pie nnd 
n glass of milk, oil his neighbors are 
likely to duplicate his order, nnd room 
there will he n whole row eating ex- 
actly the same tilings. Sometimes tills 
similarity of appetite causes serious 
embarrassment. This Is invariably the 
case If the occupants of the high clinlrs 
shift about the same time and the men 
on the end have numerous chances to 
set examples for 20 or 30 pntrons. Then 
the pumpkin pie or sandwiches nre 
sure to give out before the noon hour Is 

past. 

“It’s funny how lazy people nre," 
said one of the waiters nt n down 
town lunch place. “There nre lots ot 
men who won’t look at n hill of fare, 
nnd they just stare over the countei 
and nsk for anything tlirtt comes into 
their heads if they don’t happen to see 
another follow eating just what they 
want. If we have something sort of 
out of the ordinary, like fried oysters, 
something tlmt enn be written on the 
enrd in ink, so it will make a good im- 
pression on the public, it’s a losing in 
vestment if the fellow ou tiie end neni 
the door happens to pick it out. Then 
every one that passes him sees the 
oysters, nnd soon there Is n regulni 
chorus of yells for oysters. There 
ain't a patron that wants corn beef 
hnsli or cold cabbage.

Alcohol and (he Drain. 

A lecture delivered by Dr. Victoi 
Horsley in England on “The Action of 
Alcohol on the Brain” showed how 
fibers connect all parts of the brain so 
that it acts as n whole. It was desired 
to And out whether the brain ns a 
whole works as well with alcohol ns 
without. One way of testing this was 
by testing the reaction time, the length 
taken in perceiving n given signal. Ho 
tried a complex experiment, showing a 
signal with a number on it which was 
not to he signaled hack unless it was 
above ten. This took longer, involving 
association of ideas, and the time from 
the very llrst was prolonged by alcohol. 
Professor Horsley said that chloro- 
form, ether, nitrous oxide and similar 
narcotics acted in the same way. Al- 
cohol produced a dissolution of the 
nerve centers. 

Krnepelin had tried the action of al- 
cohol on muscular power by means of 
the pressure dynamometer, which was 
squeezed at regular intervals. After a 
rest alcohol was taken, nnd nt first 
there was a little increase, soon follow- 
ed by a notable decrease. Under the 
infiuciice of tea there was no decrease 
at nil. He showed a diagram con- 
structed by Dr. Asehaffenherg repre- 
senting the amount of type set up by 
certain compositors in a quarter of an 
hour before and after taking nlcohol. 
The amount was made less by alcohol. 
—Argonaut. 


The* Stool of Repentance. 

“Any infraction of tiie rules at Gi- 
rard college,” says the Philadelphia 
Record, “is punished with 20 minutes 
on n stool of repentance. When the in- 
stitution first adopted this scheme of 
punishment, one stool was enough. As 
the college expanded the stools multi- 
plied, ami today no less than 04 four 
legged, painless instruments of disci- 
pline nre iu more or less constant use 
in a room devoted exclusively to the 
punishment of those who have trans- 
gressed the rules. There is absolutely 
nothing to tiie disciplining except the 
order to sit on a comfortable stool for 
20 minutes and ‘think it over.’ Any of 
tiie lads would sooner take n sound 
thrashing and have done with it. but 
the stool of repentance lias proved It- 
self au ideal punishment, and it lias 
come to stay at Girard college.”

State House Letter. 


(Special to tho Graphic.) 

Senator Huntress of Somerville has put 
In Ids hill to provide for the discontinuance 
of all efforts to destroy the gypsy moth. It 
oontaius, however, a provision that will 
continue in force that portion of tiie pres- 
ent law which permits damages whore the 
employees of the committee have entered 
upon lands etc. Its damages, if there nre 
any, nre cothcted from tiie cities and towns 
aud refunded by the Commonwealth. 

Commissioner Bishop nnd Ids associates 
on Hie railroad commission on Monduy 
sent to tiie General Court the second sec 
lion of their annual report relating to street 
railways. The recommendations contain- 
ed iu these reports have already bomi com- 
mented upon in this correspondence. The 
report shows tliut there was an Increase of 
street railway mileage last year of 17o,r»ff 
miles, making the total mileage l.M)2,041. 
I lie gross assets of all these companies 
Sept ffo were $!*s,7ix),n74 r»;t. while the gross 
liabilities, including capital stock, were 
(H52JMB 75. This shows au increase 
over last year in aggregate surplus of SI.- 
152,175 11 years ago, in 1888, the total capi- 
tal investment in street railway companies 
was only $l7,2ff7,l(K) «o that the capital in- 
vestment ami bonds out have been more 
than quadrupled since tho introduction of 
electricity as a motive power, it being at 
present 577,2211,214. 

Ex-Representative John T. Langford has 
put in a petition for the nomination of can- 
didates for city and state officers hy direct 
vote in the caucuses Something in this 
direction will prolmbiy be enacted into law 
this year, though it may not be Mr. Lang- 
ford’s bill. 

William IV Rudd aud others have put in 
a petition tlmt tiie water of tiie Charles 
river shall not be drawn below the level of 
the top of the dam on said river at South 
Natick during June, July, August and Sep- 
tember. Any person nr corporation dam- 
aged by such a law may recover from the 
Commonwealth. 

Commissioner Ward of the prison board 
and his associates sent in their report yes- 
terday. It recommends that after a cer- 
tain number of arrests for intoxication a 
person shall be considered a confirmed 
drunkard, and sentenced for a long term. 
The board thinks that these men could he 
plaoed in industrial camps and made to 
clear up waste lands, under a law already 
passed. 

Jesse Ghen has renewed his petition for 
tiie impeacliment and removal of Robert 
li. Bishop as a justice of Hie superior court. 
He will probably have no hotter suuoess, 
however than last year. 

William II. Baker of Newton lms 
petitioned for the repeal of the law es- 
tablishing the Boston Board of Police. 
There is some curiosity as to why a New- 
R>n nmn should have offered such a peti- 
tion. Mann.

Life of Those at Home 
For Aged People. 

Worth of Institution Told by 
Its Officers. 


The annual mpetina of the Newton Home 
for Aped People Corpotatlon, held Inst 
Saturday In the dining room of the home 
building on Eliot street, Newton Upper 
Falls, was well attended and much interest 
•was manifested. 

Pres. Henry E. Cobb In an informal ad- 
dress to the members of the corporation, 
said he thought the vice-president, Mr 
.loseph Hyers, the executive committee’ 
and the matron had been most untiring ami 
most faithful in the discharge of their 
duties. He snid the directors and the cor- 
poration members should feel deeply grate- 
ful to them. 

Mr. Cobb said the institution was one 
which commended itself to every person. 
The support of the churches would be a 
good thing to seek. Their sympathy and 
kindness would be much appreciated. The 
members of the corporation, Mr. Cobb 
thought, might each make himself a oom- 
mittee of one to secure the aid of his or her 
church. There was a slight deficit which 
church subscriptions could aid tiie corpora- 
tion in meeting. 

Mr. Cobb spoke very highly of Mrs. 
Evans, the matron of the Home, and a 
resolution expressing the thanks of the 
corporation. Introduced by Mayor Pickard, 
was unanimously adopted. It was also 
voted to increase Mrs. Evans’ salary from 
$40 to 850 a month. 

Dr D. E. Baker of Newtonville, Hr. 
Caroline Y. Wentworth of Newton High- 
lands and Dr. Charles A. Thompson of 
Upper Falls were voted members of the 
corporation. Reports were read as follows 

ItErORT OF EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 
The executive committee of the Home in 
accordance with our by-laws herewith sub- 
mit their annual report. The general plan 
of management with which the Home was 
started has been carefully adhered to, and 
the results have seemed to us quite satis- 
factory. 

The committee has held twelve meetings 
during the year, (a record of which has 
been kept), at which ull bills were carefully 
scrutinized and upproved, and other matters 
of interest to the Llotiie received due atten- 
tion. 

Since onr last report five have been ad- 
mitted to the Home as follows: May 18th, 
Mr. Julius L. Clarke: June (ith, Miss Caro- 
line Jellisou ; June ffth. Mrs. Hannah B. 
Pierce; Aug. 4th, Mrs. A. A. Hewitt; Dec, 
12th, Mrs. Mary A. Fayne. 

Three have been dismissed, two at their 
own request and one for reasons deemed 
sufficient, was by vote of the directors re- 
fused confirmation and her friends removed 
her. There are at present fourteen inmates 
in the Home. Some one member of the 
committee has visited the Home once a 
week culling upon the occupants in their 
rooms and conversing with them. Some 
little sickness has occurred which, consid- 
ering the age of the inmates, is not sur 
prising, but with care and attention.no 
serious illness has overtaken any of them. 

The generul management of the bouse 
shows the (areful ami painstuking hand of 
the matron in all things which have looked 
to the cure and comfort of tiie inmates and 
harmony and good feeling have prevailed. 

Some valuable gifts have ome to us from 
those who have a kiudly interest in our 
work. A pianola from a friend lias made 
playing on the piano a possibility for al 
most any one. With this gilt was a sub- 
stantial subscription for music rolls to go 
with it. We mention also the gift of one 
hundred volumes of ‘TIuiper’s Magazine” 
bound in halt mon ce<». A case to hold the 
buoks was included in this gift. This em- 
braces the magazine from its start, Novem- 
ber 1850 to November HUM), just fifty years, 
and is a vu'uable acquisition to any institu- 
tion, furnishing reading matter for years to 
come. Other gifts of pictures, fruit, 
tiowers, etc . as well as money in small and 
large amounts, have been kindly bestowed, 
and for all these remembrances of interest 
, in the welfare of the inmates we give our 
friends most hearty thanks. 

Others buve contributed musical enter- 
tainments, and to these also we extend our

REPORT OF MATRON, 

As the secoud year of our labors together 
in this nuble wurk, is clusiug, it becomes 
the duty of your uiutrou to render to you u 
detailed account of ihe duties perloimed, 
und the responsibilities with which you 
have entrusted her, aud iu which you have 
so kindly aud dovotedl> assisted. 

That you may be prepared to auswer any 


I questions that may come before you, at tho 
annual meeting of Feb. 2nd, 1 have plaenl 
before ton at this time my record books 
complete, for the year ending Deo. 81, 185*0, 
and Dec. 81, 15 * 0 o. 

First, and perhaps most important is the 
inventory containing the reoord of all the 
furniture, crockery, glass ware, bed linen, 
table linen, kitchen, laundry and collar 
supplies, stable chamber, stable proper, 
garden tools and octagon house. 

This was carefully taken soon after onr 
first public opening, May 4, 1890, and I 
have from time to time added such articles 
as wo needed, partly bscause we began 
with only what was necessary, and as the 
work increased, because ot our larger 
family, we had to have more cooking uten- 
sils, and in several instances 1 have had to 
renew because of the constant wear. 

1 am, however, happy to say that the 
on okery and glass ware that was purchased 
in the spring of 1800 is nearly all of it in 

f lood order, ns we have been very fortunate 
n having so little broken. 

The second record 1 would call your at- 
tention to is my daily diarv, which I have 


kept partly on my own Account, as I real- 
ized how great would be the expense ot 
table supplies, and how difficult it would 
be to suit the individual appetite of each 
inmate, and although each month you have 
carefully examined the pass books, and 
approved the bills, you could much more 
easily ascertain whether or not there was 
any reason for complaint, should you hear 
of any from the inmates. 

I have also a record of business letters 
and replies; a record of admissions with 
bonds filed; receipts for salaries paid to 
domestics; a record of visitors, (about 400 
this year), a record of gifts. I also keep a 
duplicate of tho statement such as Is ren- 
dered to the treasurer each month, aud filo 
receipted bills. 

To Dr. Caroline Wentworth of Newton 
Highlands and Dr. Charles Thompson of 
Newton Upper Falls we are Indebted for 
their kind care of our sick ones, and though 
we have seldom had occasion to call upon 
them, we have always met with cheerful re- 
sponse. 

We have received many gifts throughout 
the year whioh you will find recorded in 
the gift book, with the donors’ names. 

Several of the family were invited away 
during the summer for a short vacation, 
their expenses being paid by their friends. 

Our Ohristmus was made ’•merry” by 
gifts for each one from personal friends, 
and others who were interested in the 
“Home” sent gifts, confectionery and fruit. 

At the time of our first anniversary. 
May 5, 11 * 00 , we had u sale of useful and 
fancy articles made by the inmates, which 
netted a sum of about twenty dollars, 
which we have used fer various purposes 
in the Home, und euch one is working 
diligently and preparing for our next, 
which will occur May 4, 1901. 

As yet the question of clothing has been 
easily adjusted. Each inmate when they 
entered the Home hud been carefully pro- 
vided with suitable wearing apparel, and 
either by their own efforts or by helping 
each other, they are all well clothed for 
the present. 

We have had gifts of clothing and under- 
wear from various friends which have 
greatly added to our comfort, and I have 
reason to believe that the personal friends 
of tiie inmates will be only too happy to 
assist us in the future in this way. 

We are indebted to Mrs. Charles Mills 
and Mr. Charles R. Brown of Newton 
Upper Falls for season complimentary 
tickets to a lecture and entertainments at 
the M. E. church, which most of the family 
were able toatti tid.and enjoyed, and those 
who are able to attend church have been in 
a measure furnished with car fares by 
their church friends, so that they were en- 
abled to go in pleasant weather to their 
own church homes. 

Thus they are kept in touch with their 
nearest and dearest associations, and in 
this way is their Home made what we 
most desire, happy and cheerful. 

In closing I desire to thank each member 
of this committee for all their efforts to as- 
sist me in my duties, and for all their 
pleasant visits to the family who have one 
aud ull anticipated and enjoyed them

Annual Heeling of Corporation Held Monday After- 
noon in Which Huch Interest is Shown. 

Pointed Words of Pres. Leeson Tell of What Has Been Accomplished 
And of That Which is To Come. 


The Newton Hospital Corporation held 
its 21st annual meeting Monday afternoon 
In the parlors of the Nurses’ Home on the 
hospital pronnds at Woodland. Despite 
the storm fifteen of the trustees, including 
President J. It. Leeson, were present. 

The meeting was called to order shortly 
after 3 o’clock by President Leeson, who 
after tlie call for the meeting and records 
of the last meeting had been road, delivered 
his annual address as follows: 

ADDRESS Of TIIK PRESIDENT. 

The year 15)00 witnessed the highest do 
gree of activity in the several departments 
of the hospital in the experience of the In- 
stitution. The contagious wards were used 
continuously the greater part ol the time to 
their utmost limit. The private ward also 
sheltered a larger number of patients than 
in any previous year, and the children’s 
ward fully justified its existence by frequent 
use. So marked indeed was the increase tu 
the work of the hospital, that it became 
necessary, notwithstanding extensions re- 
cently made, to still further enlarge facili- 
ties for meeting various demunds. One of 
the most useful additions consists of the 
new brick laundry, adding one story to the 
boiler house. The committee in charge of 
this work, Mr. Travelli and Mrs Paine, are 
entitled to our hearty acknowledgements 
for the admirable way in which the work 
of erection and furnishing this useful ad- 
junct was supervised, The expert know- 
ledge of requirements which Mrs. Paine 
was enabled from extended experience to 
bring to this work, was exceedingly valua- 
able; as a result the hospital is now 
equipped with a substantial building fur- 
nished with modern machinery, greatly In- 
creasing the efliciency of the plant, and 
quality of work thereby made possible. 
Under Mr. Travelli’s direction the heat 
conductors from the boiler house to the 
Nurses’ Home and contagious wards have 
been repacked ami relaid in a way which 
will have the effect to lesson the consump- 
tion of fuel. Mr. Tyler, chairman of the 
•committee on works, lias performed a use- 
ful function In having various sides of the 
hospital laid with concrete, in a manner 
which will convey water entirely away 
from the buildings and necessarily produce 
sanitary conditions of a more desirable 
character. 

During the year the burning of one of the 
contagious wards rendered action necessary 
in the provision of accommodations for the 
treatment of contagious cases. The Hoard 
of Trustees was met in this matter by the 
Hoard of Aldermen in a liberal spirit, and 
as the outcome of numerous conferences 
and much discussion and consideration of 
the problem, the Hoard Anally decided to 
recommend construction of three substan- 
tial buildings upou Hues which had been 
thoroughly canvassed by Dr. Curtis and 
members of the staff with the architects, 
Kendall, Taylor *fc Stevens, as well as with 
the Committee on Public Property and 
Huildiug Commissioner of the City. The 

f lun as thus proposed comprised a ward 
or scarlet fever cases, connected by a cor- 
ridor with the ceutral administration build- 
ing, on the other side of whioh a second 
corridor comtnunicuted with a diphtheria 
ward. It was concluded after careful in- 
vestigation, that it would be best to have 
an administration building which should 
not only supply dormitory accommodations 
for the nurses in churge, but also conven- 
iences for cookiug all lood required in the 
contugious wards. It having developed 
that the cost of the three ’buildings pro- 
posed would far exceed the amount at lirst 
deemed sullicient, it was afterwards decid 
ed by the City Government to omit the ap- 
propriation for a second ward. Inasmuch 
as it would not have been practicable to 
construct both wards simultaneously, the 
present diphtheria ward being in the way 
of the one proposed, und being in the mean- 
time needed in the treatment rf cases of 
which a constant supply lias been forth- 
coming. this course, although at lirst soitie- 
whut disappointing, was seen on reflection 
not to retard uitnuuie operations. It is our 
expectation that utter . completion of the 
two buildings now being er. cted. the city 
government will make a further appropri- 
ation, so that the original plan m ly ue car 
l ied out during the current year. The city 
government concluded that it would not be 
advisable to make an appropriation for tlie 
erection of buildings to be pluced upou 
lands owned by the hospital corporation. 
It was therefore thought best that the hos- 
pitul lease to the City of Newton for a long 
term, land upou wtiicii buildings could be 
built, uud tnut the City should then for- 
mally execute u lease of the buildings to 
the hospital, witli the usual und necessary 
stipulations in relation to the cure uud 
treatment of cuses sent here by authority 
of the Hoard of Health, when these 
buildings shuil have been completed, New- 
ton will possess the most substantial und 
complete arrangements for leceptiou uud 
treatment of diphtheriu.hcurlet fever, small 
pox und lueusles which present knowledge 
of essential conditions render practicable. 
For this generous provision all citizens are 
under obligation to tiie intelligence of the 
Hoard of Aldermen, as well as to expert 
knowledge of requirements placed at our 
disposal by the medical men. 

Our grateful appreciation is due to the 
officers uud mum tiers of the Ilosuitul Aid 
Association for their continued interest 
and substantial ussistuuce in many impor- 
tant and useful directions. 

Thu churches, by liberal collections on 
Hospital Suuday, huvj enabled us to pro- 
cure the large an 1 invaluable additions to 
the plant which were supplied during the 
past year without becoming involved in 
debt. 

Wo ulso liuve to acknowledge help from 
a new quarter; tlie Wellesley & Huston 
.Street Hallway Co., by initiating u Hospital 
Saturday, giving to the hospital all fares 
collected on the .Saturday before Hospital 
Sunday, have suggested a source of income 
which in the future may expand tu consid- 
erable proportions. 

it is gratifying to record the generous use 
which bus been made of Hie private patient 
wards. This uud tlie large attendance in 
tlie general us well us cuntugious wards, 
make the earnings of the h ispltal more 
than in any previous year, ulso reduciug 
per oapita cost. 

Hy u re-arrangement of the serving room, 
the Coburn ward lias been greatly Improved, 
and by adoption of a suggestion made by a 
former patient, tlie addition of eleou io call 
bells lias rendered tlie equipment of tills 
ward more complete, uduiug much to tlie 
comfort of the inmates. 

binoe the corporation luhtmot, we have 
lost two of our most valued associates ou 

the Board "i Trustee*, whose servioe was 

of long duration ami of ioe ilouluble beuelit 
tu the institution. As uuditor uud in many 
other ways, Mr. Charles C. Harr had con- 
tributed valuable work, while tlie uetive 
uud unremitting efforts of Mr. 1>. K. Eiuei- 
son in behulf of the hospital will be long 
remembered by us witli gratitude, it is 
not possible for those of us who were close- 
ly associated with Mr. Kmersou ou the 
Executive Committee, ever to visit the hos- 
pital without experiencing a feeling as of 
rometliiug lucking. It is difficult to esti- 
mate udequulel) tlie full force of snob loyal 
uml unselfish labor, or to gauge tlie extent 
und potency of its inllucnce. 

It is with profound regret iliut wo have 
received intimation from Mr. Travelli of 
the necessity of a relinquishment by him 
of the dutns of clerk of tlie our- 
ponUlou, whioh it is sincerely hoped may 


b'> of temporary duration. Hy his assidu- 
ous and lliouulitlul care ami invariable 
courtesy, Mr. Travelli has been a constant 
support, to tlie matron and other officers, 
and an indispensable executive official lor 
the executive committee. Wo shall still be 
favored by his association on tlie Hoard of 
Trustees. We are fortunate in having pre- 
vailed upon Mr. Edward E. Hardy to tetn 
portr.ly assume the position of clerk of the 
corporation, This Mr. Hardy consented 
to do upon our earnest solicitation, not- 
withs .milling his strong disinclination on 
account of existing pressure upon his time. 

Tin hopitul will experience a severe loss 
from the retirement ol Dr. Eaton, which 
is rendered necessary by imperative en- 
gagements. Dr. Eaton’s long continued 
work on the Hoard id Trustees, Executive 
Committee and Hoard of Managers of the 
Training School has been of undoubted 
beuelit to tlie institution. 

Not the hospital alone, the entire com- 
munity will miss our associate Mr. Fitz- 
patrick, whose contemplated removal dur- 
ing tlie present year to Hrooklme prevents 
In m accepting another nomination as 
Trustee of the hospital. Our neighboring 
town is to be congratulated on the acces- 
sion of a citizen who has made for himself 
so enviable a place in the regard of those 
whose good opinion all desire. 

Before closing this brief glance over last 
year’s work, it seems (it that for myself 
amt every member of the Hoard of 
Trustees expression be made of the deep 
sympathy wo have all felt for Dr. Thayer 
during his long period of Indisposition. 
We will look forward hopefully to a time 
when we may again have the greut advan- 
tage of his cheering presence und wise 
counsel. 

To the members of the medical staff, the 
inedicul superintendent, the matron, her 
assistants, uud all who by their devotion, 
loyalty and willing service have helped us 
to pass through an unusually active year 
with successtui results, we tender our ac- 
knowledgments. 

Following the address of the president, 
the report of the linuncial standing of the 
hospitul was presented by tlie treasurer, 
Mr. G. S. Hullens. The report showed that 
a ! l the bills of the hospitul were paid ex- 
cept for a few minor mutters, and that tlie 
corporation has on hand the sum of $8,717 - 
85), which is about the amount received 
from the churches last December for use in 
15)01. The earnings of tlie hospital for 
boaul. care and treatment of patients, and 
earnings of the nurses outside of the hos- 
pitul were stated to have amounted to $31, 
627 51 for 15KX), while the current expenses 
for the same year were stated as $:k5,5(>3 3(5. 
According to the report the hospital prop- 
erty is Insured for $101,000 not including 
accident policies on boilers etc. The 
amount of the hospital endowment fund ut 
cost was $150,487.01 and the market value 
$73,534 23. During the past year the num 
ber of weeks of treatment was 3215, making 
a cost of $11.75 per week average in all 
wards, or $11 33 in general wards, and 
$13 75 in contugious wards, a decrease from 
tlie cost of the preceding year owing to 
the large increase in the number of patients. 

'1 he hospital assets are $216,78(5 20.

TIIK TRAINING SCHOOL FOR NURSES. 

The usual high standard of the school 
has been maintained through out the year. 
Maintained, not by referring to the laurels 
of the past but by daily' and unremitting ef- 
fort on the part uf both teachers and pupils. 
The result is seeu in an ever-widening in- 
lluence and an education appreciate 1 at 
home und abroad. Only a small fraction of 
tlie two hundred and fifty applicants could 
be received into the school, the remainder 
being referred to other hospitals. There 
is also a demand, greater than we can sup. 
ply, for our graduates to take responsible 
positious elsewhere. 

During the past year another stop has 
been taken in what might be called theevo- 
ution of the head nurse. Our former 
practice was to employ a head nurse, sub- 
ordinate to the superintendent of nurses, 
to exercise a general supervision of the 
work in tlie wards. As the scope of tlie 
hospitul enlarged, it was found best to have 
a tiead nurse in eauli ward, selected from 
the senior class of pupils. The office of 
general head nurse was ut tlie same time 
discontinued, an 1 a new position was cre- 
ated to be tilled by a graduate, who was 
styled assistant supet iiitendent of nurses. 
This arrangement is very satisfactory. It 
somewhat lightens the cares of tlie super- 
intendent uud, at tlie same time, affords u 
higher training to the members of the sen. 
ior class. Tlie growth in the surgical work 
of the hospitul, nuturully resulting from 
the fuoilities afforded in our beautiful oper- 
ating building so increased the duties of 
the assistant superintendent, that it be- 
came necuBsury, last year, to uppoiut a- sec- 
ond assistant. Site was ulso a gi aduate ; but, 
upon her resignation a new plan was adop- 
ted. The lirst assistant is, as tomerly, one 
of our own graduates. The second assist- 
ant is selected Irom the pupils, the senior 
uud most capable member of the gin touting 
class. This plan is working well b »th for 
tbs hospital and tlie sobooi. It gives en- 
larged opportunities of training for those 
who merit and can profit by them. The 
Arxt incumbent of this place, under the 
present plan, was soon culled away to u re- 
sponsible position in one of the largest cit- 
ies of tlie Commonwealth. Kite hud til 
ready demonstrated her efficiency in a work 
which is now worthily carried on by her 
successor. 

'Hie managers of this school have always 
aimed to preserve a proper baluuce between 
the practical training of the wards ami the 
didactic Instruction of tlie lecture room, 
in the light of pust experience the lecture 
course has been curelully re\ ised uud the 
uuture of this revision may be seen by ex- 
amining the scheme of lectures printed iu 
the annual report. As we have u three 
years giuded course, it is not ueuessury to 
crowd the lectures during (lie lirst year. 
We give the lirst year students lectures ou 
anatomy uml physiology, tint avoid ooufus 
mg their minds oy too many studies while 
they are becoming familial i/. *d w ith their 
practical duties The second year students 
ure instructed in cookiug, massage uml the 
(uuuujeiiieut u( maternity cuses, uud ure 


given a very thorough course, by the mem- 
Dem of the surgical staff, on all that per- 
tains to their duties iu the operating room 
ami the surgical wards. The members of 
the third or senior class receive lectures 
from the medical stuff on the properties 
of drugs and poisons, on the o;ro of per- 
sons suffering from disease and tlie various 
phenomena to bo expected in such cases, 
are given an In-iuht Into bacteriology and 
nrinalyris, and learn something of the spec- 
ialties from acknowledged masters. That 
tlie pupils are able to profit by this instruc- 
tion is shown by the quality of the papers 
written nt the annual examinations. 

It is not designed, however, to tram merely 
the hands ami brains of our pupils. It is 
desired that they have hearts to feel a sym 
pathetic interest In those who are suffering, 
and spirits animated hy high Ideals. We 
believe tlmt this ami Is accomplished in a 
largo tm asm e. That they learn to follow 
their leader in sell sacrificing devotion to the 
duties of their profession. Growth In grace 
and In knowledge advances with equal 
steps.

WASHINGTON LETTER. 

(From Our Regulnr Correspondent.) 

Washington, 1). C., Feb. 1. 1SK)1. 

’resident McKinley is not desirous of 
calling an extra session of Congress, nor 
are the party leaders iu Congress anxious to 
attend one. On the contrary, lie und they 
would much prefer that the legislation 
considered necessary be disposed of at 
this session and an extra session be avoid- 
d; but, having their eyes open, they see, 
as do most observant persons, thut circum- 
stances may make one absolutely necessary. 
Among those “circumstances” is the ten- 
dency of the anti Republican Senators to 
kill time in the discussion of Reins in regu- 
lar appropriation bills, not^ because of op* 
position but because of a desire to take so 
much time in disposing of the appropria- 
tion bills that there will be time for no 
other legislation at this session. It was be- 
cause of this condition of affairs that Sena- 
tor Frye announced thut he would not 
yield the place held by the ship subsidy 
bill to any of the uppropriutiun bills, un- 
less compelled by a vote of the Senate to 
do so. lustcud of being antagonistic to 
the appropriation bills, this act ion of Sena- 
tor Frye was really in their interest, as it 
is generally udmitted thut it the Ship sub- 
sidy bill were passed, the appropriation 
bills could be disposed of much more rap- 
idly, as there would then be no inducement 
fur the opponents of the shipping bill to 
delay action ou the appropriation so as to 
leave less time for other legislation. 

Among the President’s numerous callers 
this week were Representative uud Sena- 
tor-elect Gamble, uud Representative Burke 
of S. Dak. During their conversation with 
the President the fact was incidentally 
brought out thut both of the South Dako- 
tans were born iu New York Stute. Curi- 
ous, wasn’t it? 

Secretary Wilson received the highest 
sort of u compliment while the agricultural 
appropriation bill, which was passed by 
the House this week, was being discussed. 
Representative Williams, of Miss., in the 
course of a few remarks concerning some 
of Secretary W ilsou’s official acts, declared 
that Mr. Wilson was “absolutely the best 
Secretary of Agriculture the country has 
ever hud the most nou-partisan and im- 
partial.” 

President McKinley sent a special mes- 
sage to Congress this w eek, renew ing his 
recommendation to tlie last session that 
provision be made for indemnity to the 
families of the two Italian subjects who 
were lynched at Tallulah. La., July 20, 
18!){). Accompanying tlie message was a 
report from Secretary Hay reciting the 
failure of three successive local grand 
juries to indict the guilty parties 

Representative Mercer, who returned 
from Nebraska this week, says there was 
nothing to indicate an early break in tlie 
senatorial deadlock 01 the legislatute when 
lie left Lincoln. 

All the plans for making President 
McKinley’s second inauguration a success 
ful and enjoyable event have been com- 
pleted uud Hie cost fixed by Hie local com- 
mittee. A total of $50,475 will be expend 
ed by the committee to carry out the plans 
that have been adopted, not a dollar of 
which will come out of the public treasury. 

Secretary Root’s statement that tlie 
Cutmu Constitutional Convention would 
soon complete its work caused an entire 
Cabinet meeting this week to be devoted to 
consideration of the relations that mast 
exist between this government and that of 
Cuba, and that should be plainly set forth 
in the constitution adopted by the Cubans, 
'the Cabinet uud the President were uuutii- 
mously of the opinion that while the Cuban 
government should have entire control of 
the internal affairs of the islund, except 
that a limit should be set us to the umouut 
of public debt it may contract, its relations 
with foreign powers must be subject to the 
approval of this government. This is u 
mutter of self defense for us. For instance 
we cannot allow Cuba to muke commercial 
treuties with other powers that would be 
detrimental to our interests, nor can we 
allow the islund to get into a war with any 
nation. It was to put a stop to the war iu 
Cuba that we fought Spain. 

Thut there was never any idea of sup- 
planting Gen. Miles as commander of tlie 
army by appointing one of the other major 
generals to the lieutenant generaloy creat 
ed by the Army Re-organization act, has 
been shown by tlie number and character 
of tlie conferences Secretary Root bus been 
holding with Gen. Miles, iu arranging to 
carry out the details of the re organization 
and for securing the recruits needed. There 
ure a set of men in Washington, who ior 
nearly four years have lost no opportunity 
to circulate stories calculated to create the 
impression thut Preside t McKinley and 
the War Department were constantly uo'u 
ated by a desire to humiliate Gen. Miles 
They originated the story that Miles would 
lose the command of the army, allhough 
theie is absolutely uolhtiig to show that 
any such idea has ever been entertained by 
either the President or the Secretary of 
War.

Advice of Mr. Powers to 
The Aldermen. 

Jdis Speech on the Boylston 
Street Location. 


Mr Powers commenced Ills speech by 
saying: l always foil a just an.l honest 
pride In the fact ;hat 1 live In a city 
which my mind is mere wlsel> and 
honestly governed than any other city in 
the Union. 

Ho said that ever since Newton re- 
ceived its charter as a city she had had 
boards of aldermen who had upheld the 
dignity and honor of the city, and had 
taken wise and broad views on all pub- 
lie questions; that no scandal had ever 
attached to any member of the city gov- 
ernment or to the bead of any depart- 
ment in the city, and that he had every 
reason to bolieve that this board of al- 
dermen would carefully consider the 
question now before them, and would 
not he carried off their feet through the 
influence of any artificial public senti- 
ment, or by newspaper articles or the 
persistent beseeching of people sent by 
the promoters to the homes of the al- 
dermen to induce them to vote for the 
petition of the Poston & Worcester t'om- 
pany. He said that tactics such as these 
which had been made use of In the pres- 
ent case had never been made use of 
before, and it was his hope that they 
never would be made use of again. 

Speaking of the Boylston street loca- 
tion, he said this old Worcester County 
turnpike had for two centuries been 
1 tasking in summer suns and freezing 
under winter snows, and no one had 
thought of building a street railway 
along this line until It was suggested by 
Mr. Shaw, and then for the Ilrs>t time It 
seemed to dawn upon the people of Ui per 
Falls that it was absolutely necessary 
that they should go to Worcester. 

He referred to the fact that two years 
ago these same promoters attempted to 
obtain a location to build a railway from 
Waltham to Forest Hills, and that they 
created in behalf of that project what ap- 
peared to be a very strong public senti- 
ment, and that the people from Newton- 
ville and along the proposed line 
crowded city hall and demanded that a 
grant of a location be given to Mr. Shaw 
and his associates. That after careful 
consideration the petition was given 
leave to withdraw. Mr. Powers said: 
’•I will venture to say that not one of 
the hundreds who signed the petition In 
favor of this Shaw project ever criti- 
cised the action of the board of aider- 
men, or today would favor a renewal of 
such a petition." 

Mr. Powers referred to the action of 
the Waltham board of aldermen grant- 
ing a location to Mr. Shaw and his as- 
sociates, which parallels the tracks of 
the Newton Street Railway in that city. 
He said that the Waltham aldermen 
were so carried away by the magnetic 
influence of Mr. Shaw ami his associates, 
that in their haste to grant this loca- 
tion they gave one which located the 
tracks of the Waltham company direct- 
ly on lop of the rails of Lite Newton 
Street Railway Company. He said he 
found no fault with the action of the 
Waltham board because they found it 
absolutely impossible to withstand the 
magnetic Influence of the promoter. 

He referred to the newspapers pub- 
lished in Newton, saying 'that he noticed 
in the last issue of one paper, 10 of the 
114 columns were devoted to the Boylston 
street location, and that <he leading edi- 
torial in another paper was also devoted 
to the same subject, and he said, "You 
would suppose, Mr. President and Gen- 
tlemen, after you had read the Newton 
papers of last week, that the question of 
the burial of a great sovereign, the coro- 
nation of a king, and the questions of 
our national policy 'toward Cuba and the 
Philippines were matters of no signifi- 
cance compared with the building of the 
Boston & Worcester Street Railway: but. 
gentlemen, I was very much pleased 
with the heading of one of the articles, 
which 1 judge came from the pen of this 
young Napoleon of railroading and 
ll nance, Mr. Shaw, which reads as fol- 
lows. ‘The electric air line from Boston 
__to Worcester, passing through a terri- 
tory of hill and dale, by sheltered farm 
houses, pulsing villages, and along the 
shores of the beautiful Quinslgamond.’ 
Any one who can make use of language 
us eloquent and beautiful as that enn 
easily capture a board of aldermen. But 
when 1 came to consider the speed that 
it Is proposed 'to run ‘these cars. 2*! T H 
miles in 2 ip . 4 minutes. I wonder how that 
scenery would appear to the passenger. 
It se« ms to me that the hills and dab s 
would be merely a blue streak, and 'tin- 
beautiful (Quinslgamond would look like 
a water color painti ’g." 

Mr. Powers said that the petitioners 
had claimed that they wer • showing 
great generosity to the traveling public 
in permitting them to ride from Boston 
to Worcester for the small sum of 45 
cents. He remrnded the board of aider- 
men that this was the maximum sum 
which they were permitted to charge 
under the law as it now stood. If it 
were generous to charge the people all 
tliaa could be exacted under the law. 
then Mr. Shaw was certainly generous. 

Referring to the claim made by the 
petitioners that the people of Upper Falls 
were desirous of having a line by which 
they could trav-1 to Worcester. Mr. 
Powers said that he believed It was per- 
fectly safe to make the statement that 
during the past 'ten years, on an aver- 
age. n >t one person p* r week had gone 
from Newton Upper Falls :o Worc-ster. 
That If thcr, existed a public sentiment 
today in favor of a line to Worcester to 
accommodate the people of Upper Falls 
it was purely an artificial sentiment 
which had been generated entirely 
through the . tTorts of these proniot* is. 

Referring to tin- proposition of Mr. 
Shaw to make large concessions to Gu- 
ilty of Newton In the way of widening 
streets and lighting the same, he sa'd 
that he dcstr.d that the board should 
carefully consider the question whether 
it was wise In the long run to permit 
railway companies to expend large sums 
of money for the improvement of streets 
not actually needed and capitalize the 
mojie.v so expended. That the entire ex- 
pense- of the operation and maintenance 
of a railway came out of the people; 
that ull dividends earned c-anu* from the 
traveling public; that the larger the cap- 
italization tin- more the traveling public 
were compelled to pay to tin* company; 
that every share of stock which a public 
service corpora: Ion issues for expendi- 
ture In construction not actually needed 
is a burden upon 'the people; tiiat if tie- 
time ever earnc. as It was possible it 
would, when cities were authorized and 
willing to purchase street railways and 
operate 'hem for the bem-nt of the peo- 
uld then be com-

to pay five cents only, because the time 
was sure to come when fares upon street 
rullvvays would be .reduced, tin- same as 
fares upon st.-am railroads were being 
reduced; tiiat the five cent fare had been 
kept up to the present time by the is- 
suing of transfers and giving free trans- 
fers and transporting the passengers 
much longer distances tiiun formerly. 

Mr. Powers referred to the decreasing 


! rates fi r freight and passengers on steam 
railroads, saying Hint In the past 25 
years there had boon a reduction of one- 1 
half in freight rates and a gradual re- 
duction in passenger rates. 

He said the board of aldermen might 
eome to the eoneluslon that public neees- 
1 spy and convenience required 'the build- 
I ing of a street railway through Boylston 
street from Upper Falls to the Brookline 
line, and they might also eome to the 
conclusion that public sentiment did not 
require the building of a railway from 
j Upper Falls to Worcester; that If they 
1 came to such a eoneluslon It was per- 
I Pe.ly evident that the .Newton system 
] of railways Would better accommodate 
the traveling public than it could be ac- 
commodated by the Boston A- Worcester. 

He referred to the Newton system as 
I owned and controlled by Newton men 
j and Newton capital; that It offered the 
public free transfers, and that during 
last y-ar it carried more than a million 
j of people upon free transfers, which was 
a saving to the people of Newton of 
I more than that the officers in 

j charge of there Newton companies were 
men of -the highest standing and Integ- 
rity. who had built these roads for In- 
vestment and not for speculation; that 
they were in touch with the people, and 
wl-.h the officers of the city government, 
and that it was far better to have the 
railways operated by our own citizens 
than by men who had nothing in com- 
mon with the people of Newton. Tiiat 
these promoters proposed to Issue securi- 
ties to the amount of $1,400,000; that 
bonds amounting to $(*50,000 were to be 
sold outside of the city and outside of 
the state, so that they would be beyond 
the reach of taxation either for the ben- 
etit of New ton or of the Commonwealth. 
That the stock would be held by Mr. 
Shaw only to such lime as he could find 
customers; that he bulk railroads one 
day an 1 sold them the next; that the 
proposed capitalization was $15,000 a mile, 
while the average capitalization of the 
railroads already built in Massachusetts, 
the greater mileage of which were in the 
cities, where the cost of construction 
was large, was only $54. 000 per mile, and 
the average capitalization of the New- 
ton roads was less than $52,000 per mile. 

He said that these promoters were not 
building the road to operate but to sell: 
that that had been their business for 
years; that they knew perfectly well that 
this road as a through line could not 
pay; tiiat when Mr. Shaw said that he 
expected the road would earn $225,000 
per annum, which means that it would 
carry four million and a half passengers, 
he must know that as a through line It 
could not do it, and if the road were 
ever able to pay a dividend it would be 
when It had built lines In the various 
villages of Newton and the villages of 
other towns which today it did not 
reach: ‘that that plan contemplated the 
paralleling of the lines already In oper- 
ation in New’ton, to their direct injury 
and to no advantage to the people. 

Referring to Mr. Shaw and his asso- 
ciates. lie said. "I find upon examination 
of 'the records that in 1S97 what is known 
as the Shaw Syndicate owned nine roads 
In tills Commonwealth, only two of 
which paid any dividend; in 1S98 they 
owned fourteen roads, three only paying 
dividends; in 1S99 they owned, sixteen 
roads, only three of which paid divi- 
dends; in 1900 they owned five roads, 
none of which paid any dividends. How 
long do you suppose they aregoing to hold 
the securities of the Boston A Worcester 
road? These securities are going to llnd 
their way to Wall Street and State 
Street. They are going to reach the 
farmer in the country; they nre going 
to he fed to the lambs in Wall Street and 
State Street, and tlu- honest men who 
put their money in for investment nre 
coming to you later on and petition you 
<o permit tlu-m to enter into competition 
with the railway system of Newton, in 
order that they may lie protected in the 
foolish Investment they have made." 

Referring to the railroads of New- 
ton. he said that it was very easy to 
criticise street railways; thnt people 
criticise the gas company, the police de- 
partment. the lire department and even 
the hoard of aldermen; that he did not 
believe in the advocacy of competition ns 
% set forth by Mr. Baker; that it was not 
in the Interests of Hie people to have 
competition by public service corpora- 
tions: that a multiplication of railway 
lines for the purpose of competition was 
the doubling of capitalization and the 
impairment of the efficiency for trans- 
portation; that in one case it added to 
the burden of the traveling public to 
pav dividends on a larger capitalization 
than was necessary, and in the next 
place it rendered the accommodations to 
the traveling public Inferior. 

. Mr. Powers referred to the veto mes- 
sage of Governor Wolcott of the Massa- 
chusetts Pipe Line bill in 1896. when Mr. 
Whitney nml his associates, represented 
by or.e of the counsel who is appearing 
, for Mr. Shaw, attempted to obtain leg- 
islation to go into an unrestricted com- 
i periilon with the gas companies of 
Massachusetts. He said that public 
opinion was worked up in favor of cheap 
gas In a manner very similar to which 
public opirion had been worked up in 
favor of the Boston At- Worcester rail- 
way; that the Massachusetts Senate and 
If on s»* yielded to .he influence of public 
opinion, largely artiiicial, but that when 
it n ic hed Governor Wolcott he returned 
the Mil without his approval, and usee] 
the following language: “Nor can* I los.- 
sight of th * fact that this hill is a gn at 
menace to existing companies, in which 
the money of the citizens of Massaehu- 
Massa 

chusetts owes much of her prosperity to 
the safe guards she has imposed upon 
her corporate Investments. To tills wise 
policy, under which the rights of the 
public- a id the rights of capital are both 
assured, she Is largely indebted for her 
present high position. The Common- 
wealth stands pledged to -the proposition 
that those who have risked their money 
in puhlie service corporations, so long as 
they serve the public well and cheaply, 
shall r.ot be exposed to destructive com- 
petition Kxperience has dem- 

onstrated that unrestricted competition 
by public service corporations, although 
the temporary results may be to make 
cheaper prices to the public, seldom ac- 
complishes any permanent good. The 
public must eventually j>ay the bills. 

"I can see no permanent advantage to 
the community in arming this company 
with a club by which it may strike down 
those already In the field. Temporarily 
• it may cheapen prices; indeed it must do 
so, or promise to do so, that It may 
strike them down; but the history of 
such competition demonstrates that 
eventually it is the public tiiat suffers." 

Referring to the claim that the Boston 
A Worcester were- the lirst to apply for 
a location, he said that it was true tliut 
they did apply for a location a long time 
since-; that the Newton railways at tiiat 
time opposed It. as they are now oppos- 
ing it; tiiat Mr. Shaw stated that he 
would not accent a location unless lie ob- 
tained a location in Rrookllue; that he 
did not obtain one there-; that the- street 
railway committee asked him if he 
would accept a location containing cer- 
tain terms and conditions, acid that after 
waiting more than a year when every 
on** had a right to assume tiiat the c om- 
pany clid not propose- to accept the loca- 
tion, which perhaps the sm-ct railway 
committee would at one lime have been 
willing to have given them, tin- Newton 
| A Boston Company petitioned for the lo- 
cation in Boylston street, and then the 
Boston & Worcester came before the 
aldermen <to oppose tin- granting of the 
Newton & Boston petition, claiming tiiat 
they were Intending all the time to u« - 
e. pi the- loea:!'*n which the aldermen *f 
1 s99 were inclined to grant them, but 
that us yet they have not accepted that 
I'sation, or suld tiiat they were willing 
to accept it. and tiiat we have a right to 
assume tiiat their failure to accept it 
during tlie period of more thuu u year

I Referring to the claim of Mr. Shaw 
that they had spent a large amount of 
money in getting this location, and had 
collected from the subscribers ton per 
cent, of the subscriptions. Mr. Bowers 
said, "What money have they spont? 
They may have spent a large sized for- 
tune In lighting bills before the Legis- 
lature, but that has not anything to do 
with us. That money that lias been paid 
In by tlu* subscriber is probably on in- 
torcst and can be returned to him. If 
they have been to an expense In at- 
tempting to g< t this location from the 
aldermen of Newton, my client has been 
put to expense by them iti opposing their 
schemes, which If successful would Im- 
peril every street railway now In oper- 
ation in Newton." 

it* ferring to the free transfers, he 
said: "They say they are willing to offer 
free transfers. Does that strike you ns 
generous? Suppose you had Built up a 
large business nml I came along and 
set up a store directly opposite, saying 
thnt 1 proposed to go into business In 
competition with you; that I was willing 
to he generous, and that I would divide 
my profits with your profits. Would thnt 
strike you ns generous? When they say 
they will exchange transfers with us 
they say that they are willing to divide 
any business which they may have with 
the system which has been In operation 
for ten or more years, and today is 
carrying annually more than seven mil- 
lion of passengers. They with no busi- 
ness are willing to share our business. 
I am sure ‘thnt there is nothing In the 
Inw of this Commonwealth that requires 
us to make this exchange, and 1 am 
satisfied that there is nothing in ‘the 
moral law tiiat requires us to divide our 
profits with those who would ruin our 
business, not for the benefit of the peo- 
ple but for their own benefit." "They 
cannot build a foot of steam railroad 
until the railroad commissioners give 
them permission to do it; they cannot 
install an electric line or gas compamy 
In Newton without the permission of the 
gas commissioners, but they can with 
your permission parallel every foot of 
street railway In Newton. It is for you 
to say whether you will permit a scheme 
of this kind, which is a stock scheme, tc 
put the Interests of the companies I rep- 
resent in peril. Mr. Shaw and his 
friends have shown their bitter hostility 
to the Elevated railroad for years; they 
have shown their disposition to par- 
allel existing roads built for investment 
and not for sale. If they are permitted to 
enter the Newton system, as they desire 
to. they bring a hostile element Into onr 
midst which will postpone for many 
years a consolidation of street railway 
interests of Newton. I admire Mr. 
Shaw; I admire his sagacity and his push, 
and the attorneys who represent him to- 
night nre my friends, biK. business Is busi- 
ness. Mr. Shaw's business Is to build 
this road, sell the securities and to make 
money. I do not object to his success In 
business, but 1 do object to his schemes 
which I believe are contrary to the in- 
terests of the people and which 1 know 
are against the interests of invested cap- 
ital. You must remember thnt the pe- 
titions which have bean brought here by 
Hie Worcester road, and the people who 
have come here In its behalf, nre the re- 
sult of the labors of a large number of 
men for a long time In behalf of the Bos- 
ton & Worcester. If the Newton A Bos- 
ton had made the same effort -that has 
been made by the Boston A Worcester, 
public sentiment would in my Judgment 
have been far stronger than it Is in 
favor of the Worcester road. What Is 
(•ailed public semiment here tonight is 
agitation, and frequently questions of 
greater importance even than this are 
h* ard by your board with hardly a per- 
son in attendance. Citizens sick with 
gout aind grippe do not crawl out on a 
snowy night like this simply because 
vou are giving a hearing on a public 
question. The tireless energy of Mr. 
Shnw and his associates have Induced 
Hum to eome here, if you were to place 
the.-e petitions on the table for a space of 
three months only you would find that 
what Is called public sentiment would 

vorv largely fade away, the same as it 
did in the case of the Waltham and For- 
est Hills road. I ask you to look at this 
question calmly and 1m passionately, as 
I am sure thnt you will. I am confi- 
dent that whatever conclusion the 

twetnty-one gen'tlemon composing this 

board of aldermen reach will be reached 
after a fair and careful deliberation of 
all questions affecting the public Inter- 
ests. I know that you gentlemen will 

look at It honestly and that you will 
reach a conclusion which will not only 
satisfy vour o-wn judgment but will sat- 
isfy tiie’ judgment of your constituencies. 

I may not have an occasion for some 
years’ to come to appear before the aider- 
men of Newton, but I desire to say that 
I have an abiding faith in the city gov- 
ernment of Newton, that it will not per- 
mit anything to he done under the guise 
of puhlie opinion whic h Is not a real pub- 
lic opinion; that It will not permit the 
eitv to become a partner In any specu- 
lative scheme against 'the Interest not 
only of the capital that lias been In- 
vested by your citizens, in public service 
corporation's, but also against the best 
interests of the great public whose ser- 
vants you uru "

Interscholastic Athletics. 

A brief talk was given at the High school 
yesterday morning by Mr. Win. F. Gurce- 
lon, on "Intersuliolastic Athletics and the 
Hungers of Over-Training ” Among other 
tilings Mr. Garcelon said that athletics 
should tie enoouraged for the sport's sake 
and that it should be more generally under 
stood and uccepted that success iu athletics 
is not the victory in contests but rather the 
good health, the pleasure of competition, 
and self reliuuce gained. While expressing 
himself as strongly interested iu uthletic 
contests of all kinds, he deprecated the 
intensity of the contests between prepara 
tory schools, the long seasons of strict 
training with their excessive mental and 
physical strain and the luck of proper oon. 
trol and supervision of the athletic woik 
in the schools. 

He said that strict training for a boy be 
tween 14 aud 18 years of age. the period 
when be is growing and developing is a 
drain upon his vitality as may retard his 
development and growth and seriously ai- 
led bis beultb and eudurauce iu after life 

Numerous instances were cited of college 
men who had been tumble to develop iu 
college as expected because of exoes iva* 
training during school-boy days. 

He quoted Dr Sargent of Harvard, many 
professional traiuers and prominent college 
athletes as holdiug these opinions Mr. 
Uaroeiou would not abolish tnlerscholastic 
contests or athletics but w ould have intel- 
ligent supervision of the physical education 
so that boys would um subject Ihrutselve* 
w hile growing to loo great a strain either 
by euteriug loo many events at oue meet 
mg. too many contexts lu any oue season or 
by traiuiug too strictly for a long per iod

N— S take 1 trick only. 

Trick 1 -Sometime in the next century 
players will awake to the fact that a four- 
card suit is not worth trying to establish, 
and is only good for whatever tricks can 
be made with the high cards. To play 
away from the major or minor tenace is to 
minimize tbe chances of such trick-making, 
and should never be done it tbe hand con- 
tains any other opening that is' not still 
w orse. (These comments are quoted, and 
are not our own. The spade deuce is the 
proper opening from this hand m our esti- 
mation and the lact tiiat N looses a trick 
in this particular case, does not alter the 
belief thut in tbe long run, the lead will 
prove to be tbe nest ) 

Trick 2 -“Showing” a suit of such length 
as W’s diamonds '.s dangerous, as it is quite 
likely to be trumped on the first round. W 
should go to trumps at once. 

Trick J -However, better late than 
never. W must make an attempt to get the 
trumps out Uefore buttering a force, as if 
this can be done, a great suit may he 
hi might in. Cautious play is poor play- 
under such conditions. 

Trick 4 -This is very poor whist. The 
opening of a fresh suit of no particular 
strength, in preference to returning part- 
ner’s is a relic of by gone ages, if b re- 
turns the spades. the proper play, W will 
be in deep water immediately. This piece 
of foolishness makes the swing possible. 

Trick i) -b should cover with toe Jack 
as A having the King turned, will almost 
certainly finesse, and the only chance is to 
make a trump good in N’s hand. Here 
again S looses au opportunity to save .sev 
eral tricks. True, if W makes a third 
round of trumps, they will all drop, leav. 
ing him the lung trumps to bring in his 
suit. But such u play would be extremely 
risky, and would probubly not have been 
attempted. 

Tricks 7 to 13 W goes down the line 
with his long string of winners, tuking 10 
tricks in his own hand, something quite as 
unusual as the swing of 8 tricks on the 
deal.

Washington, Feb. 1 1 , 1001 
Senator Spooner has offered an amend- 
ment to the Army Appropriation bill, em- 
bodying the vi ews of the Republican Sena 
tors and masting President McKinley’s 
wishes as to legislation providing civil gov- 
ernment for the Philippines, It is short 
but comprehensive, giving the President 
authority “for the establishment of civil 
government and lor maintaining and pro- 
tecting the inhabitants of said islands in 
the free enjoyment of their liberty, proper 
ty, and religion; provided that all frauchis 
es gt anted under authority hereof shall 
contain a reservation of the right to alter, 
amend, or repeal the same.” If the demo- 
crats do not filibuster to prevent this 
amendment will be adopted. An amend- 
ment to the sumo bill is now being pre- 
pared by republican Senators, naming the 
conditions under which the president will 
be authorized to withdraw our military 
authority from Cuba, and will be submit 
ted this week. It is believed by republi- 
ian Senators, that if these two amend- 
ments can be put through, the necessity for 
an early extra session of the next Congress, 
will be obviated, as the last named will 
tell the Cubans exactly what they must d < 
to get our troops withdrawn, thus meeting 
the President’s w ishes that Congress should 
name the conditions. 

It is a little difficult to say whether the 
attempt to force a vote on the Ship Subsidy 
bill, by bolding night sessions last week, 
improved the chanues of that measure or 
not. Its supporters still express confidence 
that it will be passed ut this session, and it 
is known that negotia ions are going on 
looking to au agreement to set a time to 
take a vote, but its opponents are still out- 
wardly putting up a stubborn opposition. 
The rein trouble seems to be that some of 
the republican Senators deeliue to consider 
tbe bill a party measure They are uot op- 
posing it, und if the bill is voted upon, they 
w ill probably vote for it, but they are not 
actively trying to get it to a vote, and to 
tiiat extent are pin) ing into the hands of 
it -i opponents. There is considerable talk 
of the River and Harbor bill being used as 
a club to force tbe opponents of the ship- 
ping bill to allow it to be voted upon. It 
cannot be positively stated that this will be 
done, but it is a fact that the River and 
Harbor bill has not been reported to. the 
Senate, and when Senator MacMillan, 
Chairman of the Commerce Committee, 
which has charge of it, was asked when it 
would be reported, lie replied: “Wait until 
the Ship Subsidy bill is out of the way uud 
I will tell you more about it.” Another 
Senator expressed the opinion that if the 
Shipping Bill failed, the River und Harbor 
bill would either fail or be out in hull. 

The State Department will take no action 
on the private letter written by the Chinese 
minister, criticising Gen. Otis, for having 
Hoplied the Chinese exclusion laws of the 
U. S. to the Philipiues, the minister having 
voluntarily called at the department und 
explained that the letter was not written 
for publication, and that he meant no dis- 
courtesy either to Gen. Otis or this govern- 
ment. He also called attention to me fact 
that he hud publicly protested under 
instructions from his government against 
tbe application of the Chinese exclusion 
law to the Philippines at tbe time 
it was done. It is tortuuute for the Chiuese 
minister thut he is personally popular with 
the officials of this government Had he 
been otherwise, tbe Otis letter would prob- 
ably have gotten him his walking papers. 

Senators Thurston lias again stated that 
under no ciiouinstunces will he allow his 
name to uu used to break the ilea Hook in 
Nebraska legislature, lie says it is ubso 
lutely necessary for him to resume his law 
practice uud muke some money, and that 
he could not be induced to remuiu iu the 
Senute six yeurs longer. 

Tome is quite u tangle in the House over 

i lie Senate amendments to the Revenue Re- 
duction bill, and there is a possibility that 

ii may result iu the luilure ot the bill ut 
tins session. 

Senator Chandler declares that his reso- 
lution providing for the meeting of the Fif- 
ty bevemh Congress on the second Monday 
iu Mulch, 19 oi, and lor tne meeting of eucti 
lutuie Congiess on the secoii l Monday in 
the Murcli lollow ing ihe election of its rep 
resentatives, was not Intended as a joke, 
nut was meant very seriously, and to meet 
a state of affairs which exists at tne closing 
or short session of eveiy Congress. Mr. 
Chandler thinks it is wrong to try to crowd 
u lot of important general legislation be- 
sides Hie regular appropriation Unis, into a 
short session, uud iliut it would be uiucli 
better to always leave the general legisla- 
tion for the new Congress, provided the 
new Congress assembled immediately alter 
tlie close ut the old. 

•Seuutor Lodge probably came very near 
to voicing tiie opinion of President McKin- 
ley, when he said: “Before the U. b. can 
give its approval to auy Constitution, or its 
recognition to any independent Cuban gov- 
ernment, it must he assured that there is 
no possibility of uny assumption of the Cu- 
ban debts incurred by Spain. We also have 
the right to usk for proper guarantees in 
regard to relations of Cuba with other 
powers uud as to pluess for Naval stations 
necessary to the U. b.” President McKin- 
ley said to a party of Senators : “Just as 
soon us the » ubuns are ready to attend to 
their own ullairs, we must turn their gov- 
ernment over to them.” 

John Franey Injured. 

While John Franey of G2 Melrose street, 
Auburudule, employed by the highway de- 
partment, wus oiling the gearing of the 
Potter’s ledge stone crusher ou Common- 
wealth avenue between Auburn and Wusli- 
ingtou streets la*t Monday morning, his 
right hand became caught in the gearing 
and was badly crushed. The sleeve ot 
Franey’s heavy overcoat prevented his arm 
from being drawn luriher into the machin- 
ery. It was found necessary to amputate 
several fingers.

West Newton. 
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State House Letter. 


(Special to the Graphic.) 

Boston. Feb. 13— The average session of 
the House or .Senate presents no ve r y ex. 
citing features these days, except when 
some question of a gas or other corporation 
investigation Ison, but day after day the 
committees are in session digging away at 
the piles of mntters before them. 

The state printers have been working for 
) the last ten days trying to put Into type the 
hills and petitions offered before the time 
limit expired on .January 31st. This work 
is now done, und the result shows that in 
the House, whero all bills piesented are 
printed, there are 100 more than was the 
case a year ugo ut this time. 100 more Sen 
ate hills have also been printed, but this 
does not neces.snrily mean that the Senate 
has more mutters presented, as it entirely 
rests with the president us to whether u 
bill shall be printed or not. However, it 
is quite clear that tliare is more work ahead 
of (he Legislature than was the case a year 
ago. 

Representative Dana appeared before his 
own committee on the judiciary n few days 
ago to secure legislation legalizing former 
proceedings at tho corporation meetings of 
tho New Knglund Deaconess Home and 
Training School. The corporation desires 
to change its name so as to make it The 
New Knglund Deucouess Association. Of 
course there was no opposition to this 
reasonable bill. 

Mr. Bullard's committee, railroads, now 
finds itseli confronted wilii a long list of 
mutters, und hearings are being frequently 
held. 

One of the bills before the committee 
provides that there shall be no more than 
live cent fares charged on any railroad to 
points within the limits of Boston. Thu 
uia’.ter came from Rosliudale petitioners, 
who have previously been before Commis- 
sioner Bishop’s board on the same subject. 
When the arguments were made however, 
not only Col. Bentou, representing the 
Now Haven system, was heard, but ulso the 
general counsel of the various other sys- 
tems centering in Boston, they taking the 
ground that if legislation of this character 
was reported in relation to the New Haven 
road their turn would come next. 

Auotber bill, which will bo heard to mor- 
row, provides for uniform passenger fares 
iu the suburban district, and is being 
pushed by Representative Dean of Wake- 
Held, who happens to be iu a dist-rict that 
is right on the edge of tho zone, and who 
feels that his town does not get us good 
treatment as some of the towns of tho 
Newton Circuit und on the Fitchburg div 
ision of tlie Boston and Maine. Of course 
William II. Coolidge of Newton Centre, 
general counsel ol the Boston and Maine, 
will have to cross swords with Mr. Dean 
on this subjoot us he bus done many times 
before. 

Kx-representutive Marcus C. Cook lias re- 
newed his effort this session to secure a 
Greater Boston by tlie annexation of the 
contiguous cities and towns. His bill pro 
y ides that any city or town which now ad- 
joins Boston by land or bridge may become 
annexed. The process is that at the state 
election this year there shall be submitted 
to the voters ot every city und town whioh 
is anuexaole within tlie terms of tho act 
tlie question of such annexation ;uud if two 
thirds of the municipalities and a majority 
ot the voters voting upon the question vote 
in tiie ultirmutive, then tlie question of 
whether such municipalities shall be an- 
nexed shull be submitted to the voters of 
the city of Boston ut the follow iug city 
election, and ii a majority of the votes 
cast upon the question urn in the uffiriuu- 
Live then said municipality shuli he uu- 
nexed. There is very small probability 
of tbe passage of any legislation like this, 
us it is pretty well understood thut if any- 
thing is (lone in the wuy ol a (Renter Bos- 
ton, it will he through constituting a met- 
ropolitan county. The report of the met- 
ropolitan district recommending tins coun- 
ty, lias been taken from the tiles, and u 
hearing will be given upon it Thursday. 

There is evidence that the hill to provide 
for tlie consolidation of tlie metropolitan 
water and sewer hoards will go through 
the general court with no particular op- 
position. It cume up iu the house on Mon- 
day afternoou, ami Representative ilur- 
ringtotfof Boston raised two points against 
it. One was that no provision was made 
for the appointment of one of the com- 
missioners by the mayor of Boston, and 
the oilier was tliut it made iio provision for 
minority representation. Both of these 
points were met by Representative Sulio- 
lield of Malden, who puiuted out that toere 
never had been minority representation on 
any of Hie metropolitan commissions, ami 
ulso thut tlie Governor had recommended 
this consolidation, utid it would hardly be 
courteous to him to provide that some other 
oiliciul shoiud nominate one of the com- 
missioners. Tho House refused to recom- 
mit the bill on Mr. Harrington's .sugges- 
tion und the matter was laid over, although 
there was no apparent intent of defeating 
the measure. 

One of the mutters pending before the 
committee on cities of late lias been the 
question of putting all the police ot Hie va- 
rious cities under a permanent tenure, und 
unother hill to provide that such ollicers 
shall be retired with one half pay after 
thirty years service. Newton und most of 
tier sister cities ulreudy have the police 
force under civil service rules, but u tew 
cities, utiout eight iu ull, have thus fur re- 
fused to adopt tlie system. There is suitill 
likelihood that either of these bills will be 
enacted into law 

A bill is pending on tiie petition of George 
How land Cox and others that the city of 
Cambridge, through its puik commission- 
ers, may be empowered and authorized to 
uiuko such restrictions us they deem best 
for the publiu interest for the land and 
buildings uhuitiiig oti the esplanade on the 
Charles River parkway iu Cambridge. This 
sort of legislation will liave to be eventu- 
ally enacted to govern conditions all along 
tlie shores of tlie river, doubtless. 

We liave lio Representative Chudwick to 
oiler this year tlie bill to permit the West- 
minster Chambers to remain at its present 
height, but u bill of taut diameter bus 
come in on u petition of Woodbury and 
Leighton, and tlie whole contest which 
took so much of Mr. Cliud wick’s time for 
twoyears will have to be fought over aguiu 

Clerk F N. Wales of tlie llurhor and 
Lund commission, whose home is in Aub- 
unidule, is still busy reudiug proof of tlie 
anmiul report of tlie bourd, winch will 
deal very largely with tlie question of an 
anchoruge basin in tlie iuuer Boston Hui- 
bur. Ol course tins whole subject depends 
upon the uctiou taken by Congress on the 
river and liurhor lull witii its large appro- 
priation for Hie chuuiiel here; und that de- 
pends on tlie ship subsidy bill. Should the 
liver und harbor appropriation go through, 
the legislature would have u big subject 
before it in settling the auclioruge question.

Street Railways. 

The tremendous growth of the street 
railway business under tbe Impulse of tbe 
development of the trolley system is shown 
vividly iti the annual report of Hie Mate 
Board of Railroad Commissioners, which 
was recently presented to the Legislature. 
While there has been little or n » extension 
of steam roads in Massachusetts during 
the year, the trolley lines have gone on ex- 
panding and reaching out, covering the 
State with a network and closely gridiron- 
ing the cities. The Commissioners timl 118 
street rail way companies in the State, If 
new corporations having been formed dur- 
ing the past year, and 12 having gone out 
of existence as separate companies through 
consolidation. These companies now oper- 
ate lik y miles of railway line, an increase 
of 170 miles during the year. The amount 
of second track is 251 miles, m iking the 
total length of main track of 1913 miles, 
with 124 miles of side track. Practically 
all is now opetu’.ed by electricity. th>re be- 
ing less than five miles left which use 
horse power. 

Tlie greater part of this street railway 
mileage has come into existence since 1889. 
the year in which electricity was intro- 
duced us a motive power. In that year, 
there were 574 miles of street railway iu 
Mas* a husetts, of which i.nly fifty miles 
was • lectric road. Public patronage kept 
pace with tlie growth of facilities for trans- 
porta iou. The number of passengers car 
rieii iu-t year wus 3<i5.< ■27,uw. compared 
with 350,724. 210 in isiiff and i7t».PtM,isi» in 
181)1. .*>o. also, with the earnings The 
railways report gross earnings of S-’i.:is7,- 
<>41 for tlie year lnuu against $1‘J,31‘J.338 in 
1 Ht iff ; the total expenditures including divi 
dead* were $20,760,013, against $lff,334,7li4 
in 18 t*ff ; leaving a surplus of $627,628 com- 
pared with $183,544 in lbffff Tne total 
amount of dividends declared the last year 
was $2,401), 874— an increase of $tu,470 over 
Hie proceeding year. It Is u remarkah e 
fact that since P>!*2 the ’ usiness of ti e 
street railways bus more thau doubled, and 
that while the mileage lias increu-ed by 
153 per cent the density of traffic is greater 
than ever -tlie average number of passen- 
gers carried p**r round trip being ti ty one 
last year, against fifty in is;*ff. and only 
forty-four in 18‘ffl. This has brought about 
a reduced percentage of operating expenses 
to earnings from ubove 7o per ceut iu lsffl 
und 18ffi to 65.8 last year

objectionable feature seems to be the 
cleverly constructed system of party com- 
mittees, whereby the precinct committee, 
forms the basis for the assembly commit- 
tee. that in turn the fouudatiou for the 
county and then the state committee. It 
would seem therefore, that the chairman 
of the state committee, with chairman- 
ship in numerous other subordinate com- 
mittees might have to be a professional 
politician and devot%»himself night and 
duy to his numerous duties. The scheme 
to make the uominees and the committee 
determine the platform of the party is ex 
cellent, and would naturally prevent the 
probable “mental Reservations" of oaudi. 
dates running on platforms, as constructed 
iu this state. 

In connection with this it seems only 
fair to also consider the bill introduced by 
Representative Luce of Somerville at this 
sessiou of the Geueial Couit, which pro- 
vides for direct nominations in cities 
which adopt the provisions of the proposi d 
law The one feature of the bill which 
we do not approve is that placing all the 
different parties on one ballot. It would 
thus make it impossible to determine tl e 
party politics of the voter, and in many cases 
where there were contests in but one party 
it would be very easy for unscrupulous 
members of the opposing party to decide 
the contest. If separate party ballots were 
provided at these primary elections, and 
the voter required to ask for the ballot he 
intends to mark, opportunity would then 
te had to challenge his right to such bal- 
l'll, and the above objection eliminated 
The Luce bill is a long step in tbe right di- 
rection and its permissive character, should 
at hast allow it to be given a trial. 


MUNICIPAL STATISTICS. 


The movement to group the various items 
of municipal receipts and expenditures 
under such general heads as Public. Safety, 
Public Education, Public Convenience, etc. 
in a uniform manner throughout the 
country, is one which can be commended 
in a general way, but we trust that com- 
parisons are not intended to be drawn 
therefrom unless the peculiar and distinct 
conditions of each city, thus com pur ed are 
also considered. 

For instance, in the items of schools, 
street, sewer and water construction and 
maintenance, our own "city upon a oirourn. 
ference" w ould expend far more than other 
cities of similar population and valuation 
(if such a combination cau be (ouud) with 
compact business centres. 

We have had one experience with com- 
parative tables, and are positive that con- 
clusions should not be druwu from such 
figures unless all the conditions ate 
thoroughly understood.

Population of Massachusetts. 

The Massachusetts bureau of statistic3 of 
labor, acting under its arrangement with 
the national census of 1900, issued the state 
census returns on Feb. 2 The total popu- 
lation of the state in P.KX) was 2.805,340, a 
gain of 12 21 per cent, compared with 1895 
and of 25 30 per cent, compared with 1890. 
The Commonwealth contains 318 92 per- 
sons to the square mile. Barnstable and 
Nantucket are tlio odly counties that show 
smaller population cunpured with 1895. 
There were increases in 2U cities and 
towns, und decreases in 122 cities und 
towns. The number of people under city 
government in 1900 wus 1,880,087, nr 07 per- 
cent, of the slate's population. This is un 
increase of 37 per cent, compared with 1890, 
Alurlboro wus the only city that did not 
show un increase. Boston contains 19 99 
per cent, of the population of the state. 
Worcester 1 22 per cent. : 22 cities, ranging 
between 20,900 und 100,000, 34 00 per cent . 
und towns ruugiug from 3000 to 20,000, 27 09 
per cent., leaving 13.50 per cent, for the 
smull towns. The cities uud towns within 
12 miles of the State House enutuin 1.147,- 
317 inhabitants, or 40.9u per o u nt. of the 
population, and an increase of 274.835, or 
31 50 per cent., computed with 1890.

A CAUCUS LAW 


Wisconsin's New Scheme 


Makes Direct Nominations. 


Through the kindnesn of a friend we aro 
enabled to present a synopsis or a (imposed 
bill just introduced Into the Wisconsin 
legislature, making radical changes in 
methods of nominating elective cdlleers, 
and which has bo many good points that 
we believe it worthy of Imitation in this 
commonwealth. The following summary 
Is made by the Milwaukee Sentinel. 

Cauouses and conventions are entirely 
nbollshed by the bill and all nominations 
are made by the direct vote of the electors. 
No person can he a nominee unless lie lias 
received signatures to a petition with the 
names of 2 per cent, of the voters of Ills 
party, tlio signers so distributed as not to 
represent one locality 
Political organizations are not in the 
least disturbed, though thepeople by direct 
vote choose their party leaders. The party 
platforms are framed by the state and leg- 
islative candidates and must all be made 
public by a certai u day. 

PRESIDENTIAL ELECTORS AN 1> NATIONAL 
DELEGATES. 

Presidential electors aro chosen by the 
State Central committees and national dele- 
gates aro elected at the spring election by a 
direct vote of the people. 

Tne bill tends to perpetuate non-political 
judical nominations, all judges being placed 
on tickets by petition. Town, village and 
school distriot meetings are not atfected by 
the law and w ill be conducted under the 
present system . The preseut eleotion offl- 
cers count the votes ut the primaries, but 
the vote is canvassed by the respective city, 
county or state committees, who meet after 
the primary. Toe cost of o inducting nomi- 
nations under the new system is hut sli.’ht- 
tv greater, it is said, thuti the expense un- 
der the present caucus laws. 

DUTIES OF ELECTION INSPECTORS. 

Special interest has been shown in the 
inetmxls of Immiling party organization 
which the Pill would provide. Under its 
terms the board of election inspectors is 
appointed just us ut present, iu cities by 
tlte mayors and in counties by the town 
boards. The duties of these ollioers remain 
about the same, taking care of Hie registra- 
tions, but in this connection there Is a 
slight change. The primary falls on the 
second day of the registration and a voter 
may register and on the same day vote at 
the primary. It is also the duty of the in- 
soectors to keep two duplicate tally sheets. 
One copy goes to the chairman of the pre- 
cinct committee, eachipurty thus taking care 
of its vote. The other copy goes tJ the 
city or county clerk, or to whom the re- 
turns are made returnable. Later party 
meetings are held to canvass the votes us 
will be explained luter. 

PARTY ORGANIZATION. 

The various committees are all created 
by a direct vote of Hie people. In each 
precinct three committeemen are chosen by 
each party at the primary. These three 
men constitute the precinct committee. 
The one rectiving the highest vote is the 
chairmuu ol the committee. By virtue of 
his position as chairman of the precinct 
the chairman becomes a member of the 
county committee, who elects its executive 
committee, chairman and secretary. Each 
chairman of the county committee by vir- 
tue of the position he holds is a member of 
tlio state central committee of Ins party. 
The state central u nii-niLee therefore will 
number seventy-six members but it is the 
plan of the luw to have an executive com- 
mittee in whose hands the unlive work 
shull full. The basis of the voting of the 
various members ol Hie committees is ac- 
cording to the vote they represent. In the 
stale committee eaeti member lias one vote 
for every 100 voters of his parly and iu the 
city and county c luimittees one vote for 
every twenty-live voters of his party. 

OTHER COMMITTEES. 

The legislative and congressional o n 
mittees are also provided for. The precinct 
chairmen of the assembly district consti- 
tutes the asseuib.y c >mm:ttee. Tue assem- 
bly chairmen constitute the senuloriu! com 
mittee aud the county chairmen of the con- 
gressional district, the congressional com- 
mittee and Hie candidate ot each district 
is reserved the right to appoint his own 
executive committee, the committee ohuir- 
niun und secretary, thus pluciug the muii- 
ugement of his campaign in the bunds of 
men whom he muy select instead ol strang- 
ers. 

CANVASS OF THE VOTE. 

The cunvass of the vc*e is simple. The 
precinct inspectors canvass the precinot 
vote, the county or ci ty committee canvass 
the votes returned to them oy the inspec- 
tors, uud the members of ull the state com- 
mittees meet ut Madison iu the assembly 
oimmber to canvass tiie state vote. The 
parties then divide, tiie Republican coun- 
ty chairmen reporting ou Hie vote of Lite 
Republican nominees in tiie respective 
counties und Hie Democrats doing like- 
wise. Tiie s lute committee members, 
heads of llievurious counties, then meet to 
canvass the legislative votes where the dis- 
trict embraces more thuii one county. Eucli 
member reports the vote in his county on 
legislative ollices and those counties that 
contain more t Dun one legislative distiict 
have the legislative vote canvassed by tiie 
county commillee. Tiie members of the 
slate central committees embraced iu the 
various congressional districts also cunvass 
Hie congressional returns und declin e tiie 
nominations.

The dutes for these various elections and 
canvass meeting* are a* follows: 

ITlmary Elections— First Tuesday in 
September. 

County and City Canvass -Follow iug 
Thursday. 

Mate Meeting for Canvassing of Votes — 
Second Tue&duy iu September. 

PARTY PLATFORMS. 

It w ill he seen ut a glance that tiie scheme 
of having the members of Hie various state 
uomuilllues meet ut Madison ou one day 
will bring ull the party leaders to the capi- 
tol. The various ideas on w inch Hie caudi 
dates successfully carried their nomination 
will ulreudy have become known by this 
time uud the meeting of putty leaders will 
give llie nominees Luther information us 
to llie issues tiie party holds imporlunt. 
The bill provides that Hie state und iegisiu 
live nominees shall formulate the plallonu. 
This must be doue not luter thuii 0 o’clock 
ou Hie second Thursday ol September, or 
two days later than Hie bolding of tiie state 
meeting to uanvuss tiie votes of siuteotli- 
ceis. By having the nominees fruuie Hie 
platform it p luces llie responsibility direct- 
ly with tiie men wlioure seeking election, 
w hile now the delegates to the convention 
uiukc tiie plulform. Ail platforms must be 
mu le public by llie time specified uud this 
feature of Hie bill will prevent one putty 
from basing its platform on tbe promises 
of tiie oilier. It is luilliei plow led tint u 
roll lull must be kept ot tbe voles iu tbe 
meeting for fot'iuululiug me plaiiorni so 
us to show where each uouiiuce sluuds ou 
the various plunks. 

THREE SETS OF U ALLOTS 
, There will be three sets of ballots, one 
for the slate aud oouuty nominations, oue 


for tlio oily nomination* and one for dole- 
gates to the national convention. Each 
party will have a xeparate ballot. This 
will enable the challenger* to work more 
effectively. A Republican voter who comet 
Into a booth and attempts to vote a Demo- 
cratic ticket at the primary, can he prompt- 
ly challenged and must swear that lie voted 
the ticket of the party at the last general 
election. The primaries of all parties will 
be held ou the same date and place but un- 
der this system tlio lines will be more 
thoroughly drawn.

THIRD: Said Company .shall In said 
reserved spuce furnish und lay between 
Hie tracks and ruils and eighteen inches 
outside thereof six huhes of ballust of 
broken stone yr gravel and cover the 

cktnt amount of loam fur the planting of 


grass. ©aid Railway Company shall 
keep in proper condition, reasonably sat- 
isfactory to the street commissioner of 
said city tho reserved space between the 
carriugo roads of said street or avenue in 
which said tracks arc io be located, and 
keep the same plant* d with grass, take 
care that such space Is properly covered 
wi:h grass and keep the same mowed 
and cut, and shall see that no avoidable 
Injury Is done by said Company to any 
plants, trees or shrubs located In said 
space. Said Company shall at the cross- 
ings of all streets nnd at all places where 
said railway Is upon tho travelled portion 
of any street, pave nil the space between 
the tracks ami rails and eighteen Inches 
outside of each outside rail, with first 
quality granite paving blocks satisfac- 
tory to the street commissioner of said 
City of Newton.

FIFTH: The poles or structures for 
conveying electricity for the operation of 
said railway shall be placed between the 
tracks In the middle of the reserved 
space, shall bo of Iron or other material 
satisfactory to said street commissioner 
and properly t pnlnted. Said Company 
shall furnish a system of electric lighting 
for the entire length of said street and 
attach nnd maintain upon each pole two 
bracket arms on a longitudinal axis of 
the street, nnd furnish and maintain the 
same with Incandescent lamps and cur- 
rent of eighty-seven and one-half energy, 
giving light of the standard of twenty- 
live candle power throughout every nty lit 
of the year between the hours of sunset 
and sunrise. 

SIXTH: Said Boylston street shall at 
the expense of said Boston and Wor- 
cester Railway Company be widened nnd 
fully constructed to finished grade ac- 
cording to plans approved by said hoard 
of aldermen, including besides the usual 
requirements of streets In said city, side- 
walks six fee: in width with three feet 
of loam border between the sidewalks 
and gutters, two roadways each twenty 
feet in width finished with six Inches of 
macadam surface and it reserve space 
between said roadways thirty-two feet lu 
width. Said Street Railway Company 
shall secure from every nbuttor upon 
said street a good and sufficient release 
of all land necessary for the widening ot 
said street to said ninety feet, or shall 
sufficiently indemnify said city from all 
damages which may he recovered in con- 
sequence of the taking of land for the 
widening of said street and the construc- 
tion thereof, and all expenses said city 
shall be at therefor. Said Railway 
Company shall further pay all the ex- 
penses ol widening said Boylston street, 
including land damnges, construction to 
the full width of such location as ufore- 
sald, with suitable macadam surface and 
drainage, all to the satisfaction of the 
street commissioner of said City of New 
ton: also all expenses of examination of 
titles, surveys, clerical work and like ex- 
penses which said city may be at In con- 
sequence thereof, and shall save said 
City of Newton harmless nnd Indemnified 
from all loss, cost, damage and expense 
by reason thereof, and said street Rail- 
way Company shall furnish to said city 
a bond in a penal sum not less than one 
hundred thousand dollars ($100,000), with 
sureties ratlsfactoey to the Mayor of said 
city, that It will keep nnd perform all 
the things required of It by this order of 
location, and that it will stand to and 
abide by all things herein contained by 
it to be done, kept and performed. 

SEVENTH: Said Company shall pay 
all expenses and damages ami save said 
City of Newton harmless und indemnified 
from all loss, cost, damage or expense In 
consequence of and arising out of tin* 
construction nnd operation of said rail- 
way. and pay and reimburse said city for 
all repairs of s - reels in which the snme 
shall 1>»* located made neeessnry by the 
construction and operation of said rail- 
way. 

EkHITH: All posts and wires erected 
or set up under this order shall b<- so 
placed as not to interfere with, or be in 
dangerous proximity to, any existing 
wires or poles belonging to said city or 
to any other parson or company, und any 
changes made in the situation of exist- 
ing wires or poles for the accommoda- 
tion of any wires or poles to be set up 
under this order shall be made at the ex- 
pense of said Street Railway Company 
and subject to the approval of the in- 
spector of wires of said City of Newton. 

NINTH: Said Street Railway Com- 

pany shall so provide for its electric cur- 
rents und provide such conductors 
thereof and of return currents that 
avoidable Injury or detriment shall not 
occur nor be done to water pipes, gas 
pipes, or any other property of suld 
City of Newton or of any person or cor- 
poration. and said Street Railway Com- 
pany shall pay nil damages caused by 
reason of failure to keep and perform 
the provisions of this order, nnd save 
said City of Newton harmless and indem- 
nified from all loss, cost, damage or i-x- 
pensu by reason thereof. 

TENTH: The construction of said 

railway and of the electrical appliances 
thereof, and the setting them up and the 
connection of the same shall be under 
the direction of electrical engineer or en- 
gineers approved by said street commis- 
sioner. 


ELEVENTH: Said Street Railway 

Company shall lay its trucks to conform 
to the grad, of said streets when said 
tracks are laid therein, and thereafter, 
at Its own expense, relocate nnd lay its 
tracks so .as to conform to the grade of 
any and till streets In which said trucks 
aro or may be. 

TWELFTH: Said Street Railway Com- 
pany shall not sell nor lease Its railway, 
tracks or location or any pnrt thereof, 
nor tb< rights acquired hereunder, to 
any persun or corporation without the 
assent of said board of aldermen.

j and repair con’.inually; and shall not use 
I upon Its tracks any rolling stock or m.i- 
i chln.-ry not fully up to said authorized 
standard. 

j FOURTEENTH : Bald Street Railway 
Company shall charge not exceeding live 
cents for a single far** over Its railway 
in said City of Newton. The puyimm: ot 
said fare of five cents shall entitle the 
passenger paying the sunn* to a transfer 
providing for u continuous ride upon the 
cars of any street railway company 
within the limits of the City of Newton 
I whose tracks cross or connect or shall 
hereafter cross or connect with the rail- 
way of said Street Railway Company.

BOYLSTON STREET LOCATION. 


The action of the board of aldermen last 
Monday evening, in granting the much 
coveted franchise on Uoylston street to the 
Boston & Worcester Company, upon rigor- 
ous terms and conditions, scum* to be the 
very best possible solution of the matter. 

By it the city receives the greatest return 
in the way of street construction, im- 
provement and lighting, aids in the build- 
ing of a thorough, and what may be a very 
popular line of street railway from Boston 
to Worcester, aud provides for the utmost 
.ncommodations to residents of Newton 
Highlands, Upper Falls and beyond, by 
insisting upon truckage rights for the local 
company over Boylston street to the 
Brookline line. 

A careful perusal of the restrictions im- 
posed, shows that the board has seemingly 
covered the whole matter and that when 
accepted und in operation, the south side 
will have a boundless opportunity to 
develop. 

The cluuso requiring trackage rights for 
the local oompauy under certaiu conditions, 
as to the tuuiutuinauce of through service 
from Upper Falls to Newtonville caused 
the greuteH discussion in the alderiueu, 
and we arc of the opinion that is elim- 
natiou wou l have made t'.ie order more 
effective. 

As it is now, a refusal of the local com- 
pany to maintain through service between 
those villages might entail a loss of its 
trackage rights over Boylston street. It is 
supposed that the local oompauy will be 
so anxious to retain this great privilege 
that it must, perforce, maintain the other, 
aud that the Worcester roud will be jealous 
enough of the local company to enforce the 
penalty if possible. 

The possibility of any agreement or con- 
solidation between the two companies, 
however, does not seem to have been con- 
sidered, but if brought about, the through 
bus could be discontinued, the Worcester 
company refuse to lake action and the 
people would then be compelled to change 
cars at the junction of the two roads. 

It is of course probable that the legal 
fraternity may liutl some way by which 
this objectionuble feature umy be pre- 
vented, but it strikes the average citizen as 
u possibility under the order as it now 
stands. 

THE ASSESSORS II IP. 

The nomination pf Mr. J. Kru'ikiin 
Ryder as a principal assessor for three 
years, while not unexpected by those who 
are in close touch with city affairs, was, 
nevertheless, something of a di.-appoint- 
ment, as it was hoped that the Mayor 
would have selected some one mure famil- 
iar with the business of the city.

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WASHINGTON LETTKR. 


(From Our Regular Correspondent.! 

Washington, Feb. 18, l«U. 
President McKinley very frankly tells 
the Senators and ltepresenlatives who call 
on him that If the Cubans complete and 
forward their constitution to Washington 
within the next few weeks, as they are 
expected to do. he will call an extra session 
of the Fifty seventh Congress to deal with 
the matter, as he most positively declined 
to accept the responsibility of deciding it 
himself. This is regardless of whether the 
present session fails to dispose of all the 
important pending, legislation. Only two 
weeks of the present Congress remains and 
there is a lot of work to be done to dispose 
of the regular appropriation bills, not to 
mention the oleomargarine bill, which is 
now before the Senate; the ship subsidy 
bill, which the opposition has openly served 
notice shall not be voted upon ; the revenue 
reduction bill, now deadlocked in confer- 
ence, owing to the refusal of the house con- 
ferees to accept the Senate amendments, and 
other measures of more or less importance 
The work of the present week will go far 
towards showing whether an extra sessiuu 
will be male neoessary, aside from the 
Cuban question. 

Following precedent it has been decided 
that President McKinley will, as he 
succeeds himself, and there will be no out 
goiDg president to ride with him, be accom- 
panied by members of the joint Congres- 
sional committee, iu the Inaugural parade. 
Members of that committee will also ride 
with Vice President Roosevelt. While 
many unique features have been announced 
by the committee in charge, it is doubtfnl 
whether any single feature will attract 
more attention thnn the battalion of Porto 
Rican troops which will march ia the 
pirade. 

Senator Elkins is trying hard to get the 
committee on commerce to agree to the 
Morgan ameudmeut to the river and liar 
bor bill, providing for the acquirement 
from Costa Rica and Nicaragua of a right 
of way for the Nicaragua canal. The com 
mittee has adopted amendments providing 
for storage reservoirs in some of the arid 
seotions. The bill will be reported to the 
senate early this week. 

Senator Perkius has offered an amend- 
ment to the sundry civil appropriation bill, 
providing for the laying of a cable to 
Hawaii, and appropriating S300,000 there- 
for. 

In ordering that a counter vailing duty 
equal in umount to the export bounties 
paid by those countries, be collected on all 
sugars imported from Russia and Belgium. 
Secretary Cage was merely carryiug out 
the law as iuterpreted by his legal advisers. 
It is understood that an appeal to the 
courts will be taken in the case of Russiau 
sugar, on the ground that Russia does uot 
pay an export bounty. Meanwhile Russia 
has got back at us by raising the tariff on 
all steel and iron products 30 per cent. 

There is a rather persistent and appar- 
ently well-founded rumor around the capi- 
tol that, owing to the large total of appro- 
priations by the fifty-sixth congress, no 
bills providing for public buildiugs will be 
allowed to go through at this session. This 
will naturully cause much disappointment 
especially among those interested in pub- 
lio buildiugs that have beeu favorably re- 
ported. 

Surgeon-General Sternberg said of the 
statements made by Senators Teller and 
Pettigrew, that there were ten thousand 
more men iu ttie Philippine hospitals than 
could be properly takpu care of : “The re- 

E ort is preprosterous. The number of sick 
as ranged from seven to eight per cent. 
Ample hospital accommodations uud plenty 
of medical officers have been provided for 
the troops in the Philippines.” 

How our navy stands in Europe may be 
judged from the following remarks of 
Captain ilovgaard, of the Royal Danish 
navy, who has just arrived in Washington 
“My government has sent me here to study 
American ship building and especially sli p 
engineering. The American navy is recog- 
nized on the Europeau continent, as tl e 
best without any exception, the most 
modern, and so lar as the engineering is 
concerned, it is looked upon as a marvel of 
perfection. While in this country I will 
try to make arraugemeuts to have our 
cadets take courses iu engineering and 
technology here.” 

On the recommendation of Land-Com- 
missioner Hermuun, Secretary Hitchcock, 
has made u favoiable report on Senator 
Hunsbrough's bill, providing that all 
moneys received fioiu the sale of public 
lands in the aiidaml semi-arid regions 
shall be set aside as au arid land reclam- 
ation fuud for the construction of reser- 
voirs and other hydraulic works for the 
storage and diveisionof water. The re- 
port is accompanied by a recommendation 
that the bill be amended so as to provide 
that the lands required for reservoirs uud 
the lauds to be irrigated be withdrawn 
from homesteud entry before their survey 
instead of after.

J. W. Dickinson Succumbs 
to Pneumonia, 

Was Famous As a Teacher 
and Educator. 

Hon. John Woodbridge Dickinson, well 
known ns a prominent Massachusetts edu. 
cator, an instructor in tiie Emerson school 
of Oratory in Boston and a long time resi- 
dent of Newtonville, died last Saturday 
afternoon at his home, £72 Cabot street. 
Death was due to pneumonia from which 
he bad suffered about a week. 

Mr. Dickinson was born at Chester, Oct. 
12, 1825, and reared as a farmer's boy among 
the Berkshire hills, his eurly years being 
passed in the huinlet of South Williams 
town. A few weeks of attendance at 
school in the winter laid the foundation for 
the liberal education which he gained by 
perseverunoe and self denial. His prepara- 
tory course for college was at tiie Greylock 
Institute, South Wllllamstown, and Wil- 
liston Seminary, Easthunipton, and he 
graduated at Williams College iu the cluss 
of 1852 with classical honors. The same 
year he was appointed assistant teacher in 
the state normal school at West . eld, and 
four years later was made Its principal, a 
position which lie filled for 21 years with 
great ability and success -gaining for the 
school a national reputatiou, 

In 1877 Mr. Dickinson was chosen for the 
responsible position of secretary of the 
Massachusetts board of education, for 
which his successful experience us a teach- 
er had well fitted him. He held the posi- 
tion for 17 years, and bis annual reports 
took high rank on account of tiie ir peda- 
gogical value. 

Mr. Dickinson was a favorite pupil of 
Mark Hopkins. His skill and ability as a 
logician was exceptional, and lie was a Uili 
gent student ol pedogogicul science. He 
was one cf the first to introduce reform in 
methods of teaching, especially tiie analy- 
tic objective method, und tiie cause of 
popular education in tills commonwealth 
is greatly indebted to ins devoted and in- 
spiring service, llis views were not vague 
and visionary, but positive and clearly de- 
fined. 

The logical presentation and persistent 
iteration of these views were the means by 
which he accomplished the ends which re- 
sulted iu improved methods of teaching, 
strengthened the normal schools and laid 
the foundation for skilled supervision of 
the cumtiiuu schools of the state. His pub- 
lic addresses, priuted reports and other 
writings have exerted a wide influence upon 
teaoh-rs, and have been recoguized as valu- 
able additiuns to the pedagogical literature 
of the couutry. He was one of the great 
teachers, and his name und achievements 
stand high upou a rapidly vanishing list of 
the men who contributed to tbe education- 
al development which marked the close of 
the century. 

The plan of his work was always clearly 
conceived and extended with definite pre- 
cision. His methods of instruction were 
always anchored to a logical principle 
which was iuelfaceably impressed upon 
the pupil’s miud. 

From his early service upou a hillside 
farm and his ancestral New Euglund heri- 
tage he gained that physical, mental und 
moral virility which he retained through a 
long, active and useful life. 

Personally he was a dignified, quiet, 
unassuming, scholarly gentleman ; tall und 
gruceftil in figure, refined and gentle in 
manner; a friend unswerving, faithful.true 
as steel. 

In 1856 Mr. Dickinson married Arexina 
G. Parsons of North Weymouth, by whom 
lie hud two children, u sou and a daughter. 
Only the lutter, Miss butfe Allen Dickin- 
son, is living. His wife died in 1892. 

In 1891 Mr. Dickinson, iu response to an 
invitatiou from the Governor of Jamaica, 
went to that island, where ho conducted a 
teachers’ institute for 900 teachers for sev- 
eral mouths. He came to Newtonville from 
Westfield in 1877, and was well known in 
educational circles in Newton. 

Beginning with 1888 he served several 
terms in the ‘Newton school board. He was 
uu attendant at the Central Congregation- 
al chinch, Newtonville, and always Look 
an active part in its uffairs. He was also u 
member ol the Schoolmasters’ Club of 
Boston. 

Funeral services were held Monday after- 
noon from the fumily residence. 

Tiie services were largely attended by 
relatives, friends und representatives from 
a number of tbe prominent educational in- 
stitutions of tbe slute and elsewhere. 
Among these were delegates from the 
Emerson College, tiie Rhode Islund State 
Normal sohool, tiie Massachusetts Board 
of Education, the state Normul school of 
Westfield, the School Masters’ Club of 
Boston und the Newtonville Saturduy 
Evening Club. Tbe li *ral tributes were 
numerous und beautiful uud included a 
number of liundsoiue set pieces from 
friends and former edu-aitional associates. 

Tiie services took pluce at 3 30 o’clock, 
and consisted of prayer, remarks by a uum- 
ber of those present uud scripture reading. 
There was no music. Rev. Ozora S. Davis 
of the Central Congregutionul church, was 
the officiating clergymuu. At the close of 
the services, tiie body was was removed to 
tiie Newton cemetery for interment.

State House Letter. 

(Special to the Graphic.) 

Boston, Feb. 20. 

This is a short week In tiie General 
Court, but it makes up in its strenuous 
character fi r what it lacks in length. From 
Thursday to Monday next there will be no 
sessions. 

The curiosity of the general public and 
of the Boston police board, as to why Mr- 
William II, Baker should lake any interest 
in its proceedings, when he is supposed to 
confine Ills poll icul and other interests to 
Newton and the eleventh congressional 
district, is being more than satisfied. Mr. 
Baker is making the situation very warm 
for tiie conservators of our peace. lie 
played the overture to his entertainment 
one day last week, and on Monday the 
music really began. Mr Baker is not an 
udmirerof tiie way Ihe liquor law is ad- 
ministered iu Boston. He does not dls 
cover anything savoring of impartiality iu 
it, and being a frank man, lie does not hesi- 
tate to say what he thinks, iu a voice Unit 
echoes through the corrid »rs. It seems too 
bad Unit nobody can be placed on Ihe 
board of metropolitan police by His Excel- 
lency without becoming the target for criti- 
cism, Tiie real trouble is that whoever 
goes upon it lias got to decide what lie is 
willing to have done in the way of legalized 
liquor selling, which be is powerless to 
stop, because the law says it shall go on if 
the people so vote, and they do so vote. If 
the time ever comes when Boston votes no 
license, or better still, when the Common- 
wealth refuses to legalize it, good tnen can 
afford to go upou the commission and run 
the risk of criticism, as all they will have 
to do is impartially Insist that the police 
force stop liquor selling wherever it is 
done. The present system is demoralizing 
to the man who patronizes the saloon, not 
only, but to the men who have to adminis- 
ter the license law and tiie public which in 
a way is compelled unwillingly to become 
responsible for its continuance. 

No better illustration of this demoraliza- 
tion can be furnished than the appeul of 
citizens of Malden, Somerville and Chelsea 
lust Friday, made to the committee on the 
liquor luw, that no license communities be 
protected from "native wine” shops. Rev. 
Edwin 11. Hughes, formerly of Newton 
Centre, was tiie petitioner. He stated to 
the committee that in Malden last spring a 
wine store was started, which not only sold 
to minors freely, but which kept open all 
night on occasion. A neighbor stuted that 
on the morning of tiie Fourth of July he 
picked up 50 empty wine bottles about .his 
plaoe.and that carousing was carried on all 
night. Mr. Hughes stated that when the 
chief of police attempted to stop the trafiio 
he found that while there were laws to 
control the sale of cider, native wines of 
whatever strength can lie freely sold any- 
where. He saul the industry netted only 
$68,000 to the farmers of Massachusetts 
annually while they got $378,000 from their 
onion orop, $270, IKK) lor tomatoes, and $172,- 
000 for beans. But notwithstanding the 
fact that the gains of tiie bolder of a single 
liquor license in Boston oould probably 
match the entire unnual receipts from the 
manufacture of nutivewiues iu the state, 
the committee ou the liquor law appeared 
to be rather amused at the suggestion that 
a uo license community should be protect- 
ed from the free sale of wine with 20 per 
cent, of alchohol, when no cider can be 
sold with more than 3 per cent., and beer 
cannot be sold in a no license place it it 
contains more than one per cent, Mr. 
Hughes says he cannot seefif the grape 
raiser is to be protected, why in the name 
of consistency tiie hop raiser of Massachu- 
setts is not permitted to freely produce all 
tiie beer lie pleases. 

A majority of the liquor law committee 
either ure men who are representatives of 
license c immunities, or like Mr. Montgom 
ery of Cambridge, are license men from no- 
liceuse towns. They have been for several 
years fed on the argument, from men like 
Faxon, 11. 1). King ot the Lynn Tolmen 
Temperance Fund and others, that we have 
luw enough, und that we had better enforoe 
what we have. This argument is excellent 
wiieu the wholesale liquor interest comes 
up to demand modifications oi the liquor 
law which may not turn out to be temper- 
ance measures, but it is inconvenient when 
the committee takes advantage of it in a 
case like that from Malden. It should be 
added, that while tbe luw did not reafii 
this particular wine shop, lack of patron- 
uae drove the muu out of business, though 
there are similar shops iu Chelsea, Somer- 
ville und Noah Abiugton. 

The committee on prisons and public ser- 
vice, sitting jointly, favorably reported the 
other day the oill to provide that tiie ofiioe 
of superintendent of prisons shall be con- 
solidated with tbe bourd of prison commis- 
sioners. It found luter that there was an 
informality iu tbe bill, and so tiie commit- 
tee on ways and means, to which ic hud 
been sent us a mutter of secondary refer- 
ence, courteously asked that it be recom- 
mitted. It is understood that Herbert 1). 
Ward of Newton is a candidate for the 
office of ohuirinun of the board, which is 
hereafter to be executive, tiie board being 
empowered to delegate to him every power, 
excepting in the particular of pardons, the 
chairman to receive such salary as shall be 
fixed by tbe Governor and Council, und to 
be designated by the Governor, lint it 
seems to the writer tliut Mr. Ward eutirely 
overlooks tbe logio of tiie situation. Tiie 
governor made the recommendation tliut 
these two commissions be consolidated. 
The recommendation was indorsed by the 
prison commission uud by F. G. Pettlgrove, 
tbe superintendent of prisons. It is beyond 
reason thut Mr. Pettigrove, who was 
formerly secretary of the prison bourd and 
who lor a long time held both offices, 
would have agreed to being legislated out 
of qllicH, had he not known tliut he would 
be nominated us a prison commissioner 
and designated us chan man. In fact, tne 
writer hus no doubt whatever the real rea- 
son lor tiie Governor’s recommendation 
was to give tiie prisons tiie benefit of Mr. 
Petligrove's experience and executive abil- 
ity. Mr. Ward, if be should be appointed 
to tiie chairmanship of die board, would 
have to lake control of the whole question 
of prison industries of the slute, which 
have been more ami more extended iu re

It was Abijnli Holden who first got 
the Idea, ntnl lie sprung It on the post- 
office crowd one Saturday night in the 
most unexpected manner. He’d bln 
keepln powerful quiet fur n week or 
two, like n man who's left his jack- 
knife stlckln in the barn door and Is 
tryln to remember the fact, and this 
made the surprise all the greater.

er paused to collect his thoughts, "but 
up to this period his language Is sorter 
ambiguous. He’s drivin at sunthln, but 
what that sunthln is he’ll have to ex- 
plain.” 

“It’s jest this,” resumed Abijnli. “I’m 
In favor of bold in one of the biggest 
religious revivals In this town this fall 
that was ever held on the top of this 
airth. I want it to be kept up till ev- 
ery human bein in the place Is good 
'null to die at a minit’s notice. We’ll 
git our moral standard ttrst. and then 
we’ll purceed to boom. When you kin 
advertise the fact that a town of nigh 
2,000 inhabitants hasn’t one single sin- 
ner in It, wlmt’s goiu to be the result? 
Why, gentlemen, the influx, the rush, 
of preachers alone to such a place will 
bring about the sale of 2,000 city lots 
within a year. WIdders will come 
here, orphans will come hero, convert- 
ed sinners and reformed drunkards will 
come here, and the newspapers will 
spread it broadcast that Jericho has no 
need of courts, constables or jails." 

“I do decide that Bijah iias made a 
p’Int,” said the deacon. "In a gineral 
way Jericho Is a purty good town, but 
Its moral standard kin be boosted up 
a peg or two, I reckon. I’m In fur the 
revival.” 

Admtron Taylor got up nnd said he 
also favored It.

Nobody could say t ha t Jericho 
wus a hundredth part as wicked us 
Sodom, hut she’d got a start nud uuless 
checked up It wus only a question of 
time when an airthquake would leave 
her a heap of ruins. He wouldn't take 
up the valuable time of the mectln to 
give instances of wickedness beyond 
luuklu it known that durin the past 
year some Gomorrohltc lmd cut off the 
tuils of three of Ids hogs uud pulled 
all the tail feathers out of one of his 
peacocks. Let the revival uud the 
wave of goodness come on. He’d ring 
the bell for services and sweep out 
the church uud not charge u cent for 
his services, uud when the business 
boom follered it would Und him ready 
to put down four rods of new sidewalk 
uud tuke iu ten boarders ut $5 u week 
apiece.

THE PURSUIT OF HAPPINESS. 


Pollt lonl Sanction of What All 
Agreed to lie* a Good TIiIiik. 

One of the latest writings of the late 
Charles Dudley Warner was an essay 
for The Century, entitled “The Pursuit 
of Happiness.” 

Perhaps the most curious and Inter- 
esting phrase ever put Into a public 
document is “the pursuit of happiness.” 
It is declared to he an inalienable 
right. It cannot he sold. It cannot he 
given nwny. It is doubtful if it could 
be left by will. 

The right of every man to bo G feet 
high and of every woman to be 5 feet 4 
was regarded ns self evident until wo- 
men asserted their undoubted right to 
be G feet high also, when some confu- 
sion was introduced Into this interpre- 
tation of this rhetorical fragment of 
the eighteenth century. 

But the Inalienable right to the pur- 
suit of happiness lias never been ques- 
tioned since It was proclaimed ns n 
new gospel for the new world.
